just for his .TiitaKoiiisl to f:ni"t. Tlic piiiK'ipIc of iiistiti in a 
moral principle. Justice is rooted in morals, and all its 
bnmehca to their very minamt anbdiviifana aa they toneta 
man in the most trifling details of his outward condaet, are 
also within the scope of the moral system. While (here are 
many technical rules for applying the principles of jastice. the 
ptinciplea thcmieleca are in snbatoooe moral priaciplca There 
are moral rmaona why one party to an action ahavM triocipb 
instead of another, and those nioi al reasons are the son! of the 
law. To be purblind to those reasons is to be disqualified for 
dealing with. The man who acea has alwaya an advantaite 
overthc lua who doca not laa. A elear pmctratiiix viwon 
into the moralheanngi of hnman ccmdnct ia indwpenaible to 

man who would sec the coniplicatcd iiffairs ofluniinn SKciclv 
controlled by the firm hand of Justice. But ability lo «tv the 
trathiainiaflclmt. A vlRCironadMire and purpose to apply 
itiaeqnaily important. Power to nee muat be reinforced by 
fwotre to do. 

S«voini tlir jWc.// lawyer iiiUNl li.Tvc n iKif.xt knowledge of 
the law of the land. He must bnvc an accurate, thorough and 
all<zteniiTe hnowlcdfe of jnriepmdcnce.

No lawyer knows all the law except 
by way of presumption, but he who has the widest range of

reriectioii, anii Htudy confronts the man who would be eminent 
at the linr. 

Third. In addition to a viKorana moral purpose and ao 
accurate and exieneiire leifal Itnowled)^, the Ideal In wyer innet 

have L.icl ami wiMloin. i. e.. he nni-<t know how to apfilv the 

law to the facts ia band, and be must know bow to do it in 
aucfaa wayaanottohnpire mncceaBary nntagonim on tbe 

part of those with whom he is dealin;;. Tnless hc can Itpply 
the law he knows, he may as well not know it.

AH 
thcae thioga haee a moral hearing hccuMC they affect othen. 
Uorat viaioo Mid raolTC are attained by ocching the ideal in 

the mitittte details of daily Kfe. 

I hi- siLoiiil r<'qi)isite,naniely, profound legal Ic.trning.cnn lie 
attaineit, as ,> ou well know, only by untiring effort. Accurate, 
tbereqgh and exteaai** knewMge can only eome by pro- 
longed nttrntivenesB and p.iticnt leseareh Tlie lawyer nnist 
be a man of mental industry. The luul night oil icUi. tor no 
more elsewhere tlrnn in tbe vast realm of legal learning. Bat 
for all this pioddiog and atmggle there ia the conooUng ooa> 
aideratlon, that, while the lawyer ii becoming a maater of Mi 

subject, he is al?'0 heeorning more of a man Intclleetually. V.x- 
tensive legal research results in enlarged intellectual vision. In 
no profeaaiain can a man feel thepcraottal benefitaof htoown 
toil, more emphatically, than in the profeaslon of the law. 

And finally, one'a ability to apply his knowledge to nsefol 
ends attainable only by practice. This part ol one's legal 
education cou only be acquired by bis actual practice before 
the eonria of the land. He may learn in theiehool the prin- 
ciples of practice. Init their real scof.e ami tnu si^iriifieanei he 
must learn in the nelual contests at the Uar. i'ractice is ti»e 
art side of the la wytr's profession, and, like every other ort, it 
can be mastered only by patient, pcneecring and untiring 
thoqgfatfalnera and practice.

ing toward nttivcrsal disnrmanient may b« but a move to hide 
the trnc intent and tu cover th<r Advance of the Kufsiao bear. 
Those shaggy paws, now liftcil in supplicatioatWiHaaoade- 
■end; tbe watcbfal «yea will blav aritb inaatc Mvagcrjr; and. 
casting aside the sham of peace, which no longer servca it, the 

huRc hrntc will strike a swift ami terrihli' blow, the results of 
which even a thousand years will not cfTace. All tbat delays 
the itroke ia lack of preparalioa. When tbatinieia ripe the 
blow will come. 

Nothing of tbe future can be more certainly foretold than 
the doom of China. This vast, stagnated country has run its 
coarse. Its conttnocd poKcy of aednsion has caused retrogres- 
sion. Ita marvdona natural rcaonnea are nndev^lopcdt tlic 
mental and physical jiower of its i>i'o)>lc remains unutilized: it 
has no national life ur unity; and il» rigiil to itulcpcadcflt ex- 
istence cannot b< justified by the rules which determine tliellle 
of nations. Ita snbjagntion is inevitable. Who will beconie 
its master?

Then will dawn lor the world 
a glorions day of Universal Peace, for the &nt lints of the 
morning sun wW bath in the light, side by side, fomnoat In the 
upward nifocli of humanity, the Stars nnd Stripes Mid the 
Union Jack, emblems of still dominant Anglo-Saxon.

"We HMj not practice paintiq^ noaic, architeelnre,or any 
of the rcGOBnized art*, bnt there is one art we all shall becalted 

upon to iinutice— the ;irt "t >;<ivcrintifiit. i .i'<tiiiK a ballot; 
nay— even tbe expression of an opinion, is in a measure prac- 
tieinx the art of govemnent. Vet this art. the most nnivertal, 
is the !(-:ist iin<)cr!itr.od. And why is this? Because of its 
uusvcrsuliLy ptojilc tlunk they know all about it, and a new 
discovery in it is not given the same recognition as that ae- 
corded to those in tbe recognised arts.

The [)leas.'intest memories of our 
college life will not be the hours of grinding over 
books, nor of writing papers, nor of taking exam- 
inalions; Tmt they will he the liours spent in the 
enjoyments which bard study makes even keener. 
A student can do better work in bis studies for 
having spent part of his time every week and, 
when possible, every day, in playing or watching 
a good football game. Besides tbe pieasnre of 
seeing the game, the good results of a large, en- 
thusiastic crowd tiave been too often demonstrat- 
ed to need further mention.

As a result there was a very great tack of interest 
in the latter, one of the team actually resigning 
without any real cause. This year the situation 
seems to be even worse than last. We caanot ob- 
tain the Iowa question until scverot months haye 
elapsed, so that it will l>e too late to take it up in 
the Federal society ; and this will necessitate tbe 
debaters working up the question by theoia dT C S . 

Not only is the question for the Iowa debate 
not touched; but, more serious still, the question 
for the **finals" in the Central Debating League 
has not Ijeen studied at all. If we win from 
Northwestern, which we probably shall, it virilt be 
necessary for ns at once to decide upon sides fo^ 
the final debate with the winner of the Chicago- 
Michigan contest. We know that Michigan, who 
will probably be onroppotMnt, ia now studying up 
tbe question for the "finals." Unless we make 
aomcchanjv, then, we hariag only slight prepara- 
tion shatl be forced to debate ngainst n strong 
team with over six months ai preparation; and 
the inevitable result will be defeat in the "finals." 
This is not necessary if the Federal society will 
place two or three of its nieniliers at work opon 
the question for the "finals." Then in.casc of vic- 
tory over Northwestern, these members will Ije 
capable of choosing sides upon the final question, 
and will already hav«: considerable knowledge of 
that question to serve as a basis for the debate.

The i|Uestion now i«, 
shall history be allowed lu r».i«.iil itscU? What onr athletic 
{ntnte is to be may be predicted with some «ert«iai^ by the 
critical observer of today s iootbaH g»me.

1k« Ktt forth tlie rauoiw whkh h»*e ted it to take tbin action.

sitjr. Other ck|NirtnicnU than the Academic have been dc- 
tamd from competitios, •nd tim mmllcr coNcgco iavafiably 
do itll ia tbcir power to "do" the onivenity.

of the Northern Oratorical L«ague; tbat is, to have this a con- 
test of extemporaneous oratory. He pi o p os M that each of 
tJic six members of the association iiresent t%TO subjects, mok- 
Uin t vvtUc subjects in all. and that llie contesting orators look 
up carefully each of the twelve subjects so as to be well in- 
formed upon them. Then just previon* to the contest, each 
speaker is to be presented with one of the twelve sublKta as 
the topic of his oration. 

The great difficulty in this plan is the impo«sil>tlit> ol keep- 
ing the contestants from committing to memory even as many 
aa twclve^rrationa in order to win the eootcit. When it is re- 
membered what the winning of an Interstate contest means, it 

will be sfi ii lliat cviTv cnntcst anl will piiI lot til ovcr v ifTorl in 

order to win, evea if such effort necessitated the writing and 
committing of t welve orations. 

If Minnrcota joins this league it is probable that she will 
withdraw, in tlic courwr of a few years, from the local state 
contest with Hamline, Mnculaster and Carleton. This year, 
however, the local contest will be held as usual enrly in April.

Prof. Leavenworth, on being interviewed, gave several 
reasons why the mnsb nntitipated meteoric shower did not 
appear as was cspecte<1. Definite reasons connot be given 
until he has Ili a r<l t'rn 111 ollicr ]ioints of observntion. The lol- 
lowing arc some of the circumstances which arc the probable 
cause of its bHnre to appear. The point toward which the 
shower approached may have been below the horiion. In that 
case the shower took place before dark or early iu the evening, 
or it may have occurred after daylight Thursday morning and 
was oonac<inently not observed. It is possible tbat the earth 
pnsacd thronirh a part of the shower which contained but few 
portiileN, aiirt not tlinai>;li the main meteoric borlv . 

The bght of the moon may have obscured mo&t ut ihclesscr 
Kghta, and nhont a dozen were seen and those between twelve 
o'clock Wednesday evening and four Thursday morning. They 
vrcrenot bright enongh to be iihoCograplied and so no plwtoa 
were mn<U' Tlu ilmnls ilnring the latter part Of theaveuing 
also obscured the 6cld of view somewhat. 

Many who remained o«t to watch the phcnowenoa were 
sadly disappoitcd not to see a goml, natural fire-worksdispiuy. 
Not the least among these was I'rof. Leavenworth, who had 
loukcti forward to this event for a long time. He si>ent two 
whole nights in steady searching of the heavens only to see 
about ndoscn ligfals scarcely bright enough to deserve atten- 
tion. •

. was so very high, but that thcstttdcnts would not experience 
anr trovble on that accoimt.

With the ezccpltua of the Cornell 
defcat Princeton's record is a ^ood one ; she defeated Yale after 
a ehiae game nod disposed of Brown, Columbia and Carlisle 
withont macb trouble. Yale defcated Dartmonth, West Point, 
I'ninsylvania state, and Wisconsin, tied Harvanl find was fie- 
fen ted by Princeton and Columbia. Penosylrania had the 
poorest season she has had In years and only partly redeemed 
herself by her f^anie against Michigan and Cornell ; she was de- 
feated by Lafayette, Carlisle and Harvard, tied by Chicago 
and Rrown, and won from Michigan after a close fiRht and 
from Cornell. Harvard: who started tbe season with the^ost 
premising prospects and tbe most abmidaot material, won 
nil of her srr.ines w'thout niucli-difficnlt v except the Vn1c(jn me. 
Had she won that game her claim to the championship would 
be nndispnted, but thongh outplaying Vale, she was nnable to 
aeore and has not an nndiapated bold on tlie champioosbip. 



Of the second class teams Lafayette, Carlisle, Cornell and 
Brown are the best. Lafayette always has a strong team bnt 
this year played an uonsnallygood gamedefcatiflig Pemisylvanp 
iaCoraell and Lebfgh, theiebyeaniing a plaeein thefrontof tbe 

seeouctelass. The Carlisle Indians played n FtroiiRer jjamethis 
year than ever before. They were good ground gainers es- 
pecially through the line, not showing mncb ability on end 
plays nnttl the Columbia game.

Michigan met Penn»>'lvAninat Phila- 
delphia and would hare won from the Ouakers if her men had 
been in good physical cunditiuni the last touchdown was made 
in the last minute of play when the Michigan men, worn out 
by their long trip, conid not stand the fierce rushes of the 
guards-back play. The question of the western championship 
U now in doubt, both Chicago and Wisconsin claiming to have 
the stronger team. Wisconsin's defeat of Michigan was C|uitc 
anezpected and gives much support to the badger champion- 
ship claims. On comporntive scores Chiaago has the better 
record but it is doubtful if she could win from the Wisconsin 
team who would be able to stop the end runs of her backs and 
at the same time gain much ground on O'Dea's kicking. Michi- 
gan is clearly entitled to third place in the western roce, and 
Minnesota ought to have fourth place. Although deleated by 
Northwestern and tied by Bcloit, Minnesota made better show- 
ing against both Chicago mid Wisconsin than did cither of 
these teams, preventing Chicago from crossing more than once 
in the second half, and not allowing the Badgers to make a 
•ingle touchdown by straight foot ball. Of the remaining 
teams Iowa, Illinois, Northwestern and Bcloit are the be»t 
with the advantage in favor of lown. Iowa played a good 
game against Chicngo niid wound up the season by defeating 
Illinois 58 to 0, after having won the cbanipiunsbip of Iterown 
state from Grinnell and Ames. 

The best team in tlie We»t profier is undonbtedly that of 
the University of Kansas, She defeated Nebraska University 
3C to 20, and on Thanksgiving day won from Missouri Univer- 
sity 34 to ti. The PaciflTccoast championship ngaingocs tothe 
University of California who defeated Stanford University 10 
to 0. 

It is hoped that something will be done to restore foot bull 
relations Ix-twcen the leading Western universities to their old 
footing before next season opens. Both Chicago and Wiscon- 
sin have taken steps toward the purification of athletic*, Chi- 
cago refusing to allow Wellington to play on the team because 
of his (juestionable standing, and Wisconsin refusing to allow 
Larson to play until his work is up to the required standard. 
The parties interested seem anxious to come to some kind of an 
agreement and it is ho|)ed that arrangements will be made 
acceptable to all concerned.

Greiner ia new to 
the half'baek posltioa tUs year bat showed such gieat im- 



provement that in the Chicago game he proved one of the best 
ground gainers on the team. Kienholz captained the Accond 
teom and played at every position back of the line; his only 
appearance with the 'Varsity was in the Wisconiin game and 
then be played well while he lasted. Hoyt has all of tbe re«nii> 
sites of a good half except the ])ro|>er ninonnt of nerve; his 
play in the Northwcstera game was not i\ hat the conches had 
expected of bim. 

Page at center played a steady game and was tbc cqnal of 
anything be fisoed this season, not excepting either Chamber^ 
Iain or Si>f«l. Hoyt, Carl and Mattacheck all played fair 
games ; Carl ought to wake a valuable man when be becomes 
•eqvalnted with all tbe paints of the game. 

The guard positions were well cared for by Anne, THFt and 
Plynn. Aune played a <|uick, tffective came and always kept 
nil! opponent vcrj- husy. Tifft was unusually Inst for so large 
a man and improved daily. Plynn 's main fiinlt was bis tend- 
ency to play bigb; aside from this be was a Strang player, 

Ottc and nr.TT, both hnst vcir men. were the best of the 
tackle». Otte plnred a heady game and used his strength well. 
Gray was very nnd often got down the field on kicks with 
the ends. Mueller did not begin playing tackle until Ute in the 
season and only played a abort time antif hewas forced ont by 

injuries; tie gave a good account of himself and \vas x.ilnaiile 
in the line by re«»on of his great strength. Tweet played in 
aerecal games and made a good sbowiflig; be was a wilibig 
player aad alwaya played bis game. 

Tbe work of tbe ends was hardly np to that of the rest of 
the team, due, probably, to the condition of Ca|)tniii Sc.uulrett. 
Scandrett was injured early in tbc season and was unable to 
do Us best ia say of tbe games. Dotde, a new man, played 
left end all the season ; he would be n valuable man if he could 
learn to play lower on defense. His work in the Northwestern 
and Beloit games wns much inferior to his prcvioos work, bat 
he showed some improeemcut in tbc Wisconsin game. Fos- 
scen, who took Seaadrett's end doiring tbe latter's absence 
from the i;nme. played a fair ^ame but was n little slow. 

Tlie learn was long in acquiring team play nnd that accounts 
for the improvement manifested towards the close ol the sea- 
son. The early part of tbe SMSoa was spent in trying the ma- 
terial and the mabe-ap of the team wbicb was not definitely 
known until very late in the season, fhis necess.irily delayed 
tbc development of team play and acconnLs for tbc weaknessof 
tbe oftaiiwganis^ The team was nadh better on defiairive 
play and Beloit and Wisconsin both found the lit:c impregn- 
able andCfatcago could make no gains except on end plays.

this year. While the result lacked the "convincing 
alignment of Victory," we may feel aasured that 
the defeat suffered bj'the "Maroon and Gold" wns 
an honorable one, when we consider that the op> 
posing team was perhaps tbe strongest in the 

West. Now that eiithtisinsni has somewhat 
subsided and the heat of excitement bas passed 
away, it may not be amiss to take a brief survey 
of tlie situation; to note our present stren<,'th and 
calmly weigh our chances in the future. That this 
year's team is considerably stronger than those of 
recent years, all wlio are intcrestetl in foot ball will 
be glad to note. This is not the place to enter in- 
to criticism, either favorably or adverse, of the in- 

dividual jilayers. It is sufficient to say that their 
playing has been such us to win not only the ap- 
plause of tbe faculty and students, but their hearty 

support — which is a much more important matter. 
Tbe future was never brighter. All financial em- 
barassment bas been removed, thanks to the en- 
tluisiastic suii])ort of the students and tothe faith- 
ful labors of the present management. Most of 
this year's players will remain another year, and 
there is enough of good material to fill tbe places 
of those who go. 

Judging from onr experience this season, we 
are justified in looking forward to a bright future. 
We realise, of course, that clouds of defeat stiU 
float in our athletic atmosphere, but they are grad- 
ually dispelling, as it were, and through them we 
are at times enabled to behold tbe glorions snn of 
victory. The only teams tliat ran up a big score 
against us were Wisconsin and Chicago. In the 
Wisconsin game, most of the scores resulted from 
the freakiest errors, due largely tothe fact that our 
team was crippled by tbe absence of onr regular 
full-back. But, even as it was, tbe score was not 
so high as it was last year. The highest score was 
made hy the Chicago team; but that ought not to 
be surprimng. Chicago has a team that is second 
to few if any in tbe Union. Judging by the scores, 
our men held their ground pretty well compared 
with some of the other teams, notably Northwcst- 
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ern. These facts, coupled with the encouraging 
oomiditnents which our men have received froni 
noted authorities io the foot ball world, certainly 
indicate that Minnesota is. soon to resnme her for- 
mer wpnmaey in Western Athkties. 



The college spirit maniftsted this year in eon> 
section with athletics is something 
GoOfige Sfkk that has not been seen for several 
years at this University. Situated 
as we are in a great city, amid all sorts of other 
attractions, it is exceedingly difficult to enlist the 
support of any considerable part of the student 
body in undertakings not closely connected with 
regular routine work. This obstacle seems to 
have been very largely removed in the matter of 
foot ball this 3-ear. The support given by ihe stu- 
dents has been all that could have been desired. 
All the games have been well attended ami as a re- 
sult we have been able to put up and pay lor one 
of the finest athletic fields in tlic nurtliwest. At 
every game the hoys Iiavc been lustily cheered on 
to their hardctst cscrlioas; and they realise that 
thehr strength as a team is due to the support and 
encotirapfmcnt they have received. Resides pro- 
moting the interests of foot ball the spirit shown 
has done much to unite the student body. They 
liave become better ncqnninted, and have come to 
a fuller realization of the fact that they have a 
common interest in University ailkirs. Why not 
keep up this sjjirit, and now that the foot ball sea- 
son is over, turn it into some other channels ? We 
are certainly in sore need of it along the line of 
literary work in the fniversity. College spirit has 
put athletics on a firm footing, why should it not 
do the same thing for debating and oratory? It 
rests with you, feUow students, whether it shall 
or not.

0|Ji'nion of Dr. Folwell atul of the other speiikers who followed 
him that il is iiiiprattitublc to attempt to do away with the 
trust. The subject of legislation then should be restriction of 
the crii fcatnrea. When a tnwt hut gained a maaofio\y over- 
the artielt in whieb it deal* it bn> became a pnbtie nvinncc and 
shoiilil be dealt with acconlinjjiy. If llie tiuifThns aiileil in 
butiiling up this monopoly it should be reduced. The power of 
the trast over labor should be limited by compelling it to deal 
with labor orffaniMtkMia rather than with indi^ndual work- 
men. Spccatatlon ihoald be stnp]>ed by prohibiting trnstt 
iVoiii (ie.iliiii.^ ill tlicir own Stock and hy ine reasiii); the liability 
of stockholders and officials. Atid, finally, all the proceedings 
of tbc tntt ^aid be open to pnbKc examination.

With perhaps oneor two excep 
lions, the orations Kivcnso far in tlie I'ederLil Society litivc Ijccn 
»ucb as almost to forbid the conclusioii that wc caa hold our 
own in, even tbe intercollegiate contests, not to speak of the 
interstate. 

Now, what is the uiullcrr Why is it that oratory is not 
better developed in this Uni%-«r8ity ? Why is it that wc have 
not a half a doaen or a doscti competeat orators, as we have 
debators ? We have debatora to whom we can look with per- 

ffit eotiridi'Mtf to 'jattle rovallv for our Mipremarv on the field 
of debate. Why, tbeii i* tt, that wc are so weak in oratory, its 
kindred accomplishment? There is bnt One anawer, and that 
is, that the incentive ia lacking. Wc can get no better proof of 
this than the fact that otir beet orators have already left the 

or.uio.nl field, and enti-i ed llial u\ (li l>ale. Tiii v Icel thjst the 
benefits derived from entering oratorical contests are too insuf- 
ficicu «o pay for the tronble. They get almoat no practice in 
public spe.ikiiig. Most of the time is taken up in memorising, 
and in giving the oration on nrtiticial polish, much more orna- 
mental than useful.

The sis toulcstauts in oratory [jrcwnt the iiiauiii»€ripts of 
their orations to the managing committee on February 1st, 
who snbmit tliem to jndges on thongbt and composition. Tbe 
contest in ddivery ia held on the Srd of March and the society 

prfi-eiit> the winner witli a Jjohl medal. 

Th« contests are to be held annually and will take the 
place of the rcgolar pf«fntm on tboie dales on wbieh they are 
sehcdnlcd to occur. 

The society confidenty believes that this series of contests 
will awaken an interest in oratory and debate amotii; all its 
members, and particalariy among ibose who bnve entered tbis 
year, and will, excite an ambition to excel in these lines. The 
element of contest alwJV^ utimnlato :i rit.iii to his l»cst efforts 
and tbe frcc|aent result is that a latent ability is revefllcd 
nrhidb anrprises cwn the contestant himself. In addition to 



thi:* the valur of the truining and discipline actiuired in n con- 
test where rivalrv i» keen is incalctilabic in fitting men forintcr- 
society and inter colle^intc contests and the society will know 
on whom to rdy wbcn it sends men forth to contest for society 
and University honors. The debaters and orators of the

been invited to join 
an oratorical league now in process of formation 
to be constituted by six of the Icadin;; western uni- 
versities. If joining such a league maybe calculat- 
ed to give a material stimulus to oratory in this 
institution, we should be strongly in favor of tak- 
ing such a step. It bas l>eeu suggested— and the 
suggestion comes from this Uniyersity— that the 
league be organized on a hnsis mtlicTlly different 
from that of similar organizations. It contem- 
plates the substitution of solid, argumentative, 
extenipot aiiei "UN s[ier(kititj for the nJd-fashiontd 
spread-eagle style commonly so conspicuous in 
inter-collegiate oratorical contests. The plan is to 

submit cipht nrteti (nu'stii mis nf nbsorhtn_:^ interest 
to the different niemljcrs of the league, six mtmths 
or so before the final contest; those wbo wisb to 
enter will study up tlie flifTerctit unestions and pre- 
pare themselves to give a short discussion on any 
of them, the subject not to be announced until a 
fi-u- itiinules before the speaker takes the floor. 
The plan is ';ertainly dictated by a deep appreda. 
tion of tbe need of more practical work in tbe de- 
|Kii liiieni of public speaking, and if there is any 
fault to Ije found with it, it is that it contemplates 
too high an ideal to be realized. The practical 
Ixiietit flerived from participating in sucli a eon- 
test would be so far above that ordinarily derived 
as to be incomparable with it. The exerciseof log- 
ieal ibinkinu' will be substituted for tb.if of me- 
chanical memory. Artificialities will Ue done away 
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with, and a vitalttjr and naturalness will be given 
to the diKOvne not otherwise attainable. But in 
spite of the excellence of the plan in principle, its 
practicability may still be questioned. There will, 
we fear, he a liaHUty on the part of students to 
forego the very benefits which the plan is intended 
to secure. There are likely to l>e thrme who, in 
their «eal to secure honor will evade all rules, 
and write and commit to memory elaborate ora- 
tions on the different subjects Could these 
practical difficulties be avoided, we lecl sure that 
the plan would be an epoch-making one in the de- 
portment of public speaking.

OUR DEBATINn SYSTH.M. 

There seems to lie niiK li i.'Hilu).ic>t) iii tbc niiuds ul manv 
students, especially tin .nt>),'ir students, as to the machinery 
of our system, by which weselcctoardcbatersnnd orators who 
represent us in iutcrwtlrgiate contests. The writer has care- 
fully stii<Tii d the constitution and In !:uvn nf our ortiaiiiatntion 
and as copies of those dOL-umcnts do not seem to be available. 
I wish to attempt a brief explanation of the woriiings of our 
system. 

Our general organirntion is called "TItc Public Speakers 
League, and its member«hip is made up of all tlieacmbas of 
the various Literary Societies, Minerva, Pomm, Costaiian, 
Sbnkopenn, UcmMaa, Law Literary and Kent. 

It attempts to foster debute nnd ora^ry by authorising n 
series of inter«>eicty contesU between the above Literary 
Soeteties,tube held annually to (tetermine the championship in 
oratory and debate nmonK the societies each year. These 
contests consist of a debate and an oratorical contest, the 
debate counting three potnts and the ontorical contest two 
|K>iiits. The usual system of priuMiy, semi-final, and final 
contests is provided. 

TheLeagne also prevMen in its constitntion for a federal 

Society, to be made uri of tn -i debaters and one ori'."! tn ■ni 
each society, to be clccud iii iJie spring. This society meets its 
soon as school 0|h.mis in the fall, and organizes. Itthen debates 
the questions to be used in onr inter-collegiate contests. The 
orators intbc society should ench deliver three orations durinj; 

the fall. 

The mcndicrship of the Feileral Society ni.-iybe increased to 
thirty by the society itself. At the end of the loll the Fkdcnil 
Society selcvta ten debaters and five orators, the latter to pnr- 
tiripatein tbe Fillsbnry oratorical cnnfest. while from the ten 
debaters the l>cbatinf{ Board selects the two debating teams. 

Tlie League also has two (lOveming Boanis, the Ckbating 
Board and Society Cnnnrit. The Debating Board b made np 
of five FncuUy members, selected by the Faculty, and four slu- 
detit members 'elected by the Society Council. This Hoard 
selects the two debating tennis from the ten names submitted 
to them by the Federal Socirty, has general supervision of de- 
bating and oratory and keeps up onr relations with the other 
universities and colleges. 

The Si/cicty Council is composed of two members from each 
literary society aeleeted at the beginning of the year. The 
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Council hua la piovtiic tur all cunUrsts hviti ntidcr Uic iiuiapicca 
■of the Public Speakers' LenRue, elects the student nicmtvers of 
the Oebntiiv Board, ood ia gmeni wnt» on the bnrincw 
tranmetlons of the League Ita olBeers are tx-olBem the oS- 
cert of the PoWic SiJcakcrs'I,<'nLMi<.- Tliere ore inaiiv details in 
the constitataou which can only be nndcrstood bjr reading the 
oomtitiitioa itadf. All I bave tried to do 3a to outline the pUn 
of our system. It has been said by many thafunr system is 
too cambersorae, too many conncilfl, boards, etc. .and responsi- 
hi&tj BOt fixed definitely enough to make a good busiiicBs-likc 
acntaceaicflt. However, I do not aee how we can bttter the 
oisairitatioB aadier prneat conditloiia.

During tlie past years, and especially during 
the past season, the students have been caUed 
upon to support atbleticSf—and nobly have they 
rcsponderl. In the arguments upon the (jroblem 
of rousing college spirit, tUe young woineo have 
been accused of having almost no interest in ath- 
letics 

There is every reason for this seeming apathy. 
Why are Wellcsley girls so enthusiastic over ath> 

Icticsin the n-isl? Simply because they themselves 
have athletic advantages— such as boating and 
gymnnsium training. Their own enjoyment of 
sueh sport makes tliem keenly ajipieeiative of ath- 
letics in general. If our girls had any thoroughly 
enjoyable out-door sport of a nature in which all 

might partake, it is safe to say lliat their interest 
in all other similar lines would be roused, and they 
would support foot-ball interests with far greater 
enthtisi.'isiii tlian tliey now do. 

Although woman is considered to be weak, 
physically, yet very little has been done to improve 
her during her course here. There is no reason 
why our English cousins should excel us either in 
mental or physical ability except for their advant- 
age in physical tiaining. The ph3'8ical culture we 
get here gives us material help, but we require 
more than this, and trust that in the near future 
propper attention will be given to this sub)ect and 
that some plan will be adopted for the more per- 
fect physical development of the women of the , 
University of Minnesota.

When we consider bow insignificant is tbeinoogiNlioB given 
tlw natter among ns, and how well cqaipped arc many inst{> 

tutions far liclnw ours in piiitii of size ami rank, our college 
and state pride utgcii ua to [lUiitl lur iM-tter tiling*. Even the 
arigbboring college of Carleton has a four year compulsory 
connKia gymnastics. Fonr years' work is reqtdred at Bryn 
Ifawr, Smith. Vassar, nnd the Womnn's College at Baltimore, 

while tlircf yi-iirbis rc\|iiirc<l at HolyokL". The Director;!* 0!n rli:> 
said rcceniiy ilial the tiiost thorough nnd satisfactory work 111 
phyMcal education i« being done in Colleges for women. Thii 
is gratifying that the co-edncational coHqsea and great State 
UaiTCnitiea ai* eoming to the front in this matter, and we 
want to be numbered anions these ntlvanccd institutions. 

It is no mor; than reasonable that we sliould receive as 
good treatment at the baodi of the state as the yonvg men of 

the University. To urge the importance of a girhi' physical 

education is. in this day, utterly needless. There is no ffttiona] 
f;rouiui np<tn whivii it i."an l>f allirnuMl tlial sIr' *1 n(»t be 

e(| tally well fitted physically for the duties of hie— the -ad is 
trite and eommonplace. Doubtless the newness of woamat 
higher education explains, in some degree, t' e failure to meet 
the situation. The elegaut gymnasia for young men connected 
with so many of our institutions are but a growth of recent 
years. This increasing stress on physical training is o :e of (he 
marhcdftatttfes In present day CoticgetendeneieB. Onroftbe 
most magniftcrmt huiliiirijjs on our own campus is donated al- 
most entirely to gymnastic and athletics for the young men 
under the supervision of a professiontd medical di ector. 

What has been done for the physical training of the five 
hundred girls in the University T The onJy work offered is n 
course ul thrw iioiirs a week in system itic bodily e\trcis< l uii- • 
pnlsary during the Prcahmaoyear only. Ho fuul' can be found 
with thin eonrae, every one aehaowledlgni its invaluable 
character but it is not proporltonatc \o the needs of the prob- 
lem. Basket ball iind certain other indoor games have been 
played more or less the past two years. This is n step in the 
right direction but considerable enconragment and assistance 
are needed to place the work In basket ball on tbe level, for 

instance, of similar wrirk in N'nrt 1nvi«f frii nnft \Vi=ic-on^--tn 
Universities, flasket ball c.in never lie a widely popular game, 
linee it ia too violcat for any but those of strong 



physique. Gymnastic training iin'tr pro[<r direction is 
possible to all We should have a j^y u)iia»uiii devoted to our 
s|>ecial needs, where work shall be cnnipnlsory during winter 
months, at least, it should be under tbe cnrefol snpervisioa of 
n difcctor qualified nn a legnla * medical graduate and who 

should tinve, as i:^ sctn In the institntions that are at the tOp 
ill thi» iiiatu I . tilt tank ijl' a lull profes!>or iu ihc faculty. 

(tymnasitiai training is largely corrective — intended to |ie 
systemiticed, graded and adapted to individaal rcqnircnients. 
As a matter of fact, almost every student who enters collie 

has soini jilusiial defect which JKopcr gymnastics will iisn;illv 
overcome. The course can be niadiAed and adapted to the 
Special case, aa is not possible in general class work. One to 
Absorption in mental pursuits or social distractions, perlmps. 
nowhere is the tendency to ox-erlook or neglect the phytncal 
well-l>eing greater than in college. If proper exercise is not 
requidpd, or the opportunity oliinrcd, most of us are led to the 
omisaimi of what Is really a moral duty. Gymnasium training, 

i<ince it iit don'itless tnn- that i-nlv a sinalt nuiuhei wiMiM ctei'J 
the work, should tjc obh^atuiy, for l>ut kw know tlicir own 
best good in the matter. 

Bnt ihc gymnasium is not suflicient by itself. As has been 
said, the value of gymnastics is chiefly corrective and ednea> 
tionul. It shonid he supplemented by athlstiirs proix r .ts i!is- 
linguisbed from general physical cultuic, This takes one out 
of doors, the stimnlns of competitiAn, a certain exhilaration, 
and forgetfulncss of self cause n spirit of test, freedom, nnd 
whole-souled energy to enter the individual — a spirit that rou- 
tine dass work can never nrou&e. We have absolutely nothing 
in tliis line— not so much as a tennis conrt. Basket ball is 
practically our only game and that la played indoors. Those 

of lis to whom siicli lhin>,'S are dear urow envious when wc 
icaiiut the other iii»tiliiiiou» where boating, tenuis, walking, 
golf, skating, swiinniing, cycling, and So on, are a part of 
college life. The English college girl spends her two hours 
daily in cricket, hockey, or boating, and takes walking trips 

(hat sieai to ns intredililL- atid may we not ;»( t rlhiile to this 
her gjratcr endurance, greater conccntrativc power, and better 
pbymque? It is these outdoor apofts, too. that develop thoae 
qnahtin other than physical, such as quick deeiaion,derve eoa- 
Irul, and general self-government. 

Some of tbe forms of athletics are plainly not within our 
meh, at least, not at present. .\ sk» w proces« of development 
will have to precede any such attempt as is seen in Weltesley . 
Certain of these »p9rts rcrjuire only c[ier^;y enon;,>h nn onr i»art 
to orgnuuce and put our ideas into Eictiuii. I' tinditm ritally, as ' 
WC all know, physical development is a means to nn end, not 
an end in itself. It is related to the complete education of one's 
whole facing, and tt ia on this high ground that we ask lis ean- 
sideratioB.

Minnesota Wins From Northwestern 
by a Unanimous Decision. 

The Greatest Debate in the History of the Univer- 
sity Won by the Boys who will now 
Represent Us in the •• Hinals." 

Our Boys Put .Up a Remarlcable RcbutUi, BeinK Ready 
for Northwestern on All Points. 

FRESHHEN WIN THE BANNER FOR ATTENDANCE. 

The mass-mccting evidently bore good fniil. Never Ijefore 
in the historv of the University did so large an audience nttepd 
a debate, and never before was so much eiUhusinsni shown as 
nt the North\vei<terti debate last night. The yell, the songs 
and colonn were present in abundance and urged our boys on 
to do their l>c&t work. 

Oovernor Lind prrsi<le<i, and. after making a few appropri- 
ate rrninrks. intrudua-il Mr. Moon as Minnesota's first speak- 
er. Moon hrn proceeded to let his light shine before men. lie 
went directly at his subject, showing that the best solution 
meant the best /irrsc/it solution under existing conditions. 
SiKh a solution must ncerssarily look to two results: the re- 
duction of present evils, and the promotion of the reform 
movement looking to the ultimate overthrow of the traffic. 
Such a .lolution he claimed could l>e found in the Gothenburg 
system, as shown liy its actual workings in Sweden and Nor- 
way. Mr, Moon (l»en took up the conditions in the Scandina- 
vian (Mrninsula, the rise and growth of the system, nd its mar- 
velous results, dwelling somewhat upon the main principles of 
the system, the elimination of private profits, and the placing 
of llie saloon in good hands. 

Mr. Duttoii. the first s|>eaker of the Northwestern team, 
gave a remarkable exhibition of rapid work, lie showed that 
th conditions in the old country to were so loose that 
any restrictive measure would have prodncrtl remarkable re- 
sults. 

Mr. McElmeel then took up the hatchet for the affirmative 
and showed that conditions in the I'nited Stntrs are such that 
the Go henburg system wouhl work as well here as it has else- 
where. The principle of local option i - a vital part of the sys- 
tem — "No li<iuor at all where it is not wanted, and where it is 
wanted there shall beno private profits." The social necessity 



of the saloon would be supplied by places of harmless amuse- 
ment, while the alcoholic demand would be met under the most 
favorable conditions. "Avarice and ap|tetite are at present in 
a conspiracy to increase the ttaffic — strike down avarice, and 
leave the moral forces to cope with apfjctite alone." 

Mr. Bnwall's dialect did not proee to l«e so serious a defect 
ns had l>een exiiected. His clear, strong, logical, constructive 
argument, and telling rebuttal, showed him to be a true de- 
bater.

Mr. Bnrger. Minnesnta's last speaker, took up as his 
s|jecial argument a delenftc of the propo»c<l nuMlitications, 
namely, the inclusion of malt licjnors and Mate ownership. 
The former was intrniletl to preventnbuMrit in the cxccssivryalc 
of beer; the latter to ^ccnre a more careful »n|icrvihion. Mr. 
Burger then made n sumninry of the atgumenis of his two col- 
leagues, closing with the statement that it was n choice be- 
tween continuing the present vicious system or adopting the 
proposed reform. 

Mr. Forrester, the orator of the Northwestern team, then 
pointed out several difficulties which hadnotltern overcome bv 
the affirmative and showed that other restrictive systems, 
which could largeljr avoid those difficulties, had accomplished 
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c<|unl)v good results. '•Voo claim," he Mu\, "that those in 
charRe of the saloon under the Cothcnborg system will try to 
reduce the sale of liquor: but it is rensonabic to suppose that 
they will try to reduce the very traffic which supplies them 
with work ?" 

The six rvbnttnl speeches Were excrediuRlv lively and inter- 
esting. Our boys having reserved most of their rebutlnl till 
the last seemed to have somewhat the advantage in thi« part 
of the argument. 

The judge* were I'resident Merrifield, of North Dakota 
t'niversity, Professor Macy, of Grinnell. and the Hon. Harry 
Sawyer, of Sioux Falls, South Dakota. 

OUR TEAM 

S. E. Moon, Minnesota's first speaker, who o|)ened the de- 
hate oil the Gothenburg system last night, received his prepar- 
atory e<lucatioii in country schools and in Pillsb-jry Academy 
where he graduated in the class of '94. .\ftcr spending two 
years teaching he returned to the Tniversity in '9fi. He is a 
charter meml>er of the Castalian literary society and a debater 




of considerable exjterie'ice, having represented his society in 
several inter-society contests. Mr. Moon was also on the 
winning team in the Senior Prize Debate last spring. Ho adds 
a pleasmg presence to a smooth and fluent use of language, 
thus enabling him to make an excellent oiwning speech. 

(). P. Mclilmeel, our second sjieaker. is a new and exceed- 
ing valuable accjuisition nt the I'liivcrsity of .Minnesota, lie is 
a graduate anil imst-grndunte of the lown Normal School in 
which he was actively interested in oratory and debate, taking 
part in several contests. He graduated from the Iowa State 
Normal in 1K95, lieing president and valedictorian of his class. 
For three years he was actively engageil in business in Iowa 
and Nebniskii. Last fall Mr. McKlmecl «nfere«l the Law De- 
partment of the Knivcrsity and joined the Shnkopean Society 
and the class in senior debate. He is a forcefnl and logical 
speaker and in last night's contest did honor to himself and 

credit to the I'nivcrsitv. 




J. A. Durgcr. the last s(>eaker for Minnesota, is one of the 
aboriginies of thedreary wastvsof South D.\kotn. He received 
his preparatory education nt the Huron High school, alter- 
nating study with teaching country school. He graduated 
from the high school in '93 and entered the Tniversity in '97 
since which time he hn* taken an active part in literary work, 
being a member of the Shakopean literary society, and win- 
ning his way to the Iront by his good showing in the Federal 
society Inst fall. Mr. Burger as will be remembered won his 
first laurels in the Sophomore debate last year, when be put up 
a convincing argument on the negative of the Philippine ques- 
tion. He has the rare ability of combining |>ersunsion with 
clear logical argument. 

KORTHWElsTERNS TEAM 

Joseph Datton, who opened the debate for Northwestern, 
was born in Ontario, Canada; he s|)ent his early years on a 
farm nnti obtained his first menial training at the little red 
school house. After a gap of ten years in school life, he took a 
courscin a business college in Stratford, Ontario. ThiscTeated 
a thirst for a different line of work, and in January '92 hecame 
to Evanston and entered the Garrett Uihiical Institute. Here 
he discovered that ctip-slones come later than corner-stones, 
so in the autumn of '93 Mr. Dutton entered "first year Prep." 
in Northwestern. He is now a Junior in College. l'|X)n enter- 
ing College he assisted in organizing the Adclphic Debating 
Society and has twice represented that organization on inter- 
society teams. He (lassed through two preliminaries to reach 
a plai-e on the intcr-collrglntc team this year. Mr. Dutton has 
probably put more actual hard work on the question thananv 
other member on the debate. He spent a large |>art of Inst 
summer in working it up. 

H. O. Hnw.'ill, the seronil member nf the Northwestern 
team, was born in Sweden in IS7.'t.

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gorernninital school from which he wan gradaatcil in '91 . The

cntcrttl the academy of the University of California, where he 
became an active meml>er of the Adelphic Litenirj- Society 
Three year« Inter he entered California University and nfter- 
wnrds came to Northwestern where he has ever since taken an 
active itart in debute. He is al»o n member of the Uvanstonlife- 
saving crew. Mr. Rnwall is handicapped by a alight foreiRn 
accent, bnt he is regarded as the most lof^ical and careful rca- 
•oner of the team. 

Koberl H. Forrester the lust siwaker of the Northwestern 
team was bom in I'ana, III,, in 1H74. At the a^e of fifteen lie 
removed to Dexter, Iowa, where his hi^h school work was 
completed. In 1892 he entered tl»e Academy of Simpson Col- 
lege, at Indianola, and after six years study graduated from 
the college proper with the degree of Bachelor of .\rts. 

His debating work was begnn at Simpson where he was 
snccessful in several inter-society contests. In hi* Junior year 
he took a prize for the best literary production in Cnglish. 
Mr. Forrester is an orator as well as a debater having reprt- 




■ented his college in the state oratorical contest in which he 
secnrcd a high rank. He is at present a Junior in the tlieo- 
logical department of Northwestern I'niveisitv. In com|>cting 
for the Minnesota debate, he was awarded first place in the 
home contest. His oratorical iiowers combined with logic and 
n mature delivery make him a must excellnnt debator and 
quality him especially tor the tiiial |>osition on the team which 
he occupied. It is an oi>en secret that the >^orth western )K>ople 
placed their chief reliance upon Mr. Forrester.

The class of 1890 oAcrs a fellowship ol $200 for the year 
19001901, to be awarded at Commencement, 1900, lubjet to 
the following conditions: 

The fellowship will be awarded only to a graduate of at 
least one year's standing, who has already been cngnge<l in 
graduate work, in residence or in iib»-ntiu. 

Applications should he nddresse<l to tlte President of the 
University, and should be in his hands by May 10, 19(M). liach 
applicant should state the major subject he wishes to pursue, 
and should file with his application one or more examples of 
his scieiitilic work, or other evidence of his ability to carry on 
original investigations, such as iin unfinished thesis, a list of 
works consulted on n particular subject, or notes of scientific 
experiments. 

The Fellow will Ik expected to rctnnMi in residence at the 
University during the academic year, and to prepare a thesis 
embtydying the results of original investigation on some topic 
connected with his s|>ecial field of work. The Fellow may or 
may not be a candidate for a degree, but the thesis must be of 
sufficient merit, in the opinion of the professor in charge of his 
major subject, to be accepted as a thesis for the degree of Doc- 
tor ol Philosophy. 

Payments will be made to the Fellow as follow*: Fifty 
dollars November 1st, lUOO; fift> dollars January 2d, 1901; 
fifty dollars March 1st. 1901 ; fifty dollars May 1st, 1901 ; or 
as soon thereafter as the thesis shall be approved. The Fellow 
will be under no obligation to repay any portion of the sti|>eild 
to the Class of '90 Fellowship I'und. 

In case no applicant should show evidence of marked abil- 
ity, the President of (be University is authorized to postpone 
the award of the fellowship from time to time.

ThoM itttercsltd in or«loi7 will remember that •nine time 
■go « proporitioo craie from the Umvciwty at Nebraak* to 

form a western orntoricnl Icnutic to t>c mtirle up entirely of 
state uuivcrsitics. The states winch it was prt>pi>»cd to in- 
clude in the league were Minneaotn, lown, Mi»sotiri, Sontll 
Dakota, Nebraska awl Kanaai. In the propoeition of Nebna> 
ka w« were dtiectcd to aend a delej^t* to ^ermillian, Sonth 
Dakota, to confer witti ilflcj;au « iVoni Oic ntlicr iiiiiv>;r>itii s in 
regard to tbc iormatiou of the league. But when ourdclcgate, 
Mr. Gtilafon, got «nt there none of the other MeHaten had 
shown up; and be learned that theidcahad bcenabattdoacd» at 
. least temporarily. 

The idea, however, uf having a lengne foanded upon prac- 
tical oratory. a» ditlingnithed from tiie "eprcad-eagte." high 
■chool oratory, was a good one, and waa taken npand pnahed 
on by our own rhetorical [Ic|inrtnu'rit, The N'eljrnskii boys, 
neeing that there was still a cUttnce to form tite k^iguc have 
again become active ami have drafted a temporary constitu- 
tioa in conformity with their ideaa, a copy of which haa been 
tranamittcd to «ac1i of the nnircreitles intereeted. 

The Net>rusl;;i association sl:^;^^^■^l^ lli.it tiiis temporary 
conatitution be adopted by our local organiuttiun without 
aoMndinciit to stand only notil the fint regalar mcetinic of the 
league. It ean in tbia way, be pOMibk to hold Che firat eontAt 
this year. 

One important prOTision in the constitution is "ihnt each 
local nniverrity contest shall be open to the free competitioo of 
any aod all regnlarly natricnlated sladents la the Univeraity." 

This would admit to competition students in the Law and 
other departments who are now debarred from oratorical con- 
tests if they are academic graduates. As many of our best 
•pcakera are in the Law department, and aa thia department is 
atronicerin Minneeota than in any of tbc other w e s tern awleenl' 
tit-s, siicli n plan would be very favorable to the interests of 
Minnesota. The constitntiou is to go into effect when rntiticd 
by fonr nniveraitic*, ai<d the first contest is to be held at Ver- 
million, South Dakota some time bcioic the first of June. Com- 
poaitiona shall oontain not more than twcaty4iie bnndred 
words; and th<- wlnnteg omlor shall peceivea prise of twenty- 
live dollars. 

The question of adopting or r^ccting this eonatitniion will 
eome up before the Public Speakers Lcnguc for decision. It U 
qntte an important matter, as the joinitig of such a Kiigm- 
would nicnn that we should eventually withdraw from the 
State league with Hamlioc, Carlctou and Macallister. It 



would enable vatogo into the intcr-stnte contest withont ha v 

ing to compete in the state content. It would interest ibe 
Law dcpartcucDt in oratorical work and would probably place

ate and inexcusable delay oci-urred in the submission ofa qnea- 
tion to Iowa. Dy some ovcnigbt in onr preparation for the 
primary with Chicago UniTCrNty the statement oj a question 
for our contest witli I<iwa was iitK''et. ii When Iowa fiiiallv 
wrote for it she found us entirely unprepared and we mshed 
the study of two or thnEe qncctions so rapidly that tlK one 
finally safamitted was probably neither cicariy nor laiily 
stated. 

I Tconrse that is not Iowa's fault nor is it ours entirety bat 
tbe fault of the system. It should require tbe submission of a 
<iaestion at the doaeof the college year immediately preceediug 
the debate. That would ^h c both teams time for exhaustive 
study. Then with a question fairly slated the debate would 
show the bro.ndest and most comprehensive gmsp of tlw snb* 
ject and the lu- i^' sl<!lfid ,ne „f nintcrint. 

Taking uiiiau aJviUilnge in time, deliberately securing pre- 
judiced judges, outwitting one's opponents by some atmincd in- 
tcrpretntion of the qnestion, and abnrp practice in ranny i.tticr 
wnys were common enough in debate twenty years ago. In- 
deed that was tluMij^lit to lie llie -.leculiar genius of debate. 
Hut it is no longer trtie when properly conducted. 

I am s^rrr for the present friction with Iowa in regard to 
onrqncatwn this year. Our team has long been chosen and 
faaspatiently— or rather im|intiently— awaited the submission 
of a (jucstion. 

Kow I propose and shall advocate in this University the 
fbllowtng solntion of the difficulty. If Iowa cannot a 

question rendv [r, Mi'mnt l>efore Feb. 1, 1900, that Pcnnsvlva- 
nitt, Cornell, Vale or some other Eastern university be l»- 
qneatcd to submit to us a question, fidrly stated, and that tbe 
uniTertilie* choose sides by lot. If Iowa objects to cither 
of these propositions. I recommend that we withdraw 
from the debate this year We cannot afford to enter a debate 
with an cqonlly strong university and give them eight mootha 
preparation while we shall have but three. It is too great a 
handicap. However the matter may be settled iliis ve ir. I 
nrge thai hereafter the <|ucstion shall always be submitted 
twt nty days before Ihe close of the school year in rithrr mii> 
versiiy. If either university fail to do this, it shall sacrifice its 
right, and its opponent simll aubmit a. question the litst week 
of the (all tem follonnng. For the moat part onr iciatioiM 
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nitli Iowa h:\\i lurri jikosnnt and satisfactory. I shonlil be 
sorry to sec the league broken up: but it will naqucstionabiy 
rHaltin a ruptm* aoooer or bter aileM tkU matter of mib- 
mtttiajt a qaeation to Mttkd rigbtjjr.

This 
building is deyoted entirely to the young women, where they 
ffel free to go nt any time for rest or recreation. The Dean, 
Mrs. Jamea, is extremely popnlar and has done a world of 
good. The appropriation for the woman's Imilding was a re- 
sult of a movement lKj4titi years ago — a movement \i-t; ^^^nilar 
to the movctueiit begna here this fall. The firet informal recep- 



tions were given to dnasca, and Inter the gronpa to be eotei^ 
tained were made i«mal1er, nntil intimate irlntions grew np be- 
tween the student girls and the ladies of tbe facoHy. The 
social spirit sj^ead, ladies of the city tnking up the matter. 
Tbe united efforts of tbem all and the evidently good results 
which had eome from these efforts were farther advnneed by 
lilt- erictiriii nf tin- woman's buildinu' wliicli Is solely ilcvotrd to 
the woman of tiie Univeritity. The Wunjcn s lAa>,'iK cinsists 
of the young women (who join) nnd the wives i>l iln profes- 
anrt and the facnity ladies. A saall membenbtp fee is charged 
whieh helps tt defray some of the minor expenses. 

The Itnj^iR riK'niljiTsli!]! mnv numbers over iDiir lumdicil. 
They are divided into about forty groups of ten each, with a 
patroness at tbe iwad, who is one of the faculty ladies. Bach 
gronphasa leader chosen hytbc two committees, the advisory 
hoard and the esccntivc board. These groujia meet for n social 
hour in any way they choose — sewing, reading, walking, etc. 
Rcfrcahmcata an served and often the patroness entertains 
them at her honse. 

TIr- Ic.'uU'i s of the (M iiiips arc called upon t<j .Tn riiige for 
gcni:nil rtccpliuns or any entertainments to be given nt the 
Woman's Buildmg. These lenders help receive nnd entertain 
atSTKbreccptioflit, in this way obtaining invaluable training 
in an art which receives little attention tn co^dneatlonal insti. 
tntions. 

Bach leader looks after the girls in her group, and when it 
Is important that any notice be given to the girls, it is eflcetcd 
in n short time through the agency of the lrnder«. The girls 
are able to help each other a great deal by knowing each 
other's nee<ls, and those girii who are making their way 
through college recaveeooouragnicnt and material aid as well. 

At the end of each year a targe committee is appointed to 
welcome tR-w sin-U-tits in tin- f-ill. This t(inirnitt<-c inifts the 
girls «t tbe station, take* them to the I'niversiiy and helps 
to itgistcr, to find room* and to get settled. 

By means of entertain ments the Woman's League has 
bellied to famishits btrilding comfortably. Rccepllons are held 
here the <iii afternoons of the first Thunwlay and Friday of 
the year, uud tbroaghout tbe whole year informal receptions 
arepven which brcab the monotony of tbe rontine work of 
collepc tifc. 

Some organization of this sort is certainly iieetkd lierc, in 
the Univcnity of Minnesota, so tho t in the fntnre we shall not 
remain in colKge four years without kitowing more of tbe 
other young women about as. So fitr, the girls have shown an 
inti'n-^t ill I lie movement, ami it is snfc to say, they will heart- 
ily endorse any attempt to bring about a truly social spirit. 
The alumnae will be interested in any oi^ganixatton which will 
makctliem fed less liltc Strangers on their retnra for short visits 
—and it is to be hoped that tbe present movement willcnlnii' 
uau HI ati oi-ganisation of penMumHt ^ood to the women of 
thel.Qf.M.

This was made to prevent "dribbling" — where a man, 
wiping to make a star play, gets the ball, bounds it on tbe 
flnor as be runs down the field, then catches it up and throws 
for tbe basket. This year, he must pass tbe ball to others

On tbe whole the rules are such as to make the game a 
clean one tl projicrly umpired; tt is the one game where all the 
men arc r^i trn il to think all the time and toad for themselves, 
yet team work is as CMteutial as in football.

History is made by tbooftht, not bf Tictorions armt; ht 
pcrioils arc tnarknl liy ndvaiu'cs. tiot by monnmci ■ V i: i nitc. 
Men die, but tbeir influence goes on forever. Their thonghU, 
niinlialed by Tnitb, drive bigoted Brror Irani the tcBple of 
Religioti. .mi! strike from the limbs of bondmen the chains of 
oppre&Gaun A Rogfcr Williams, driven Ironi the fireside of Pur- 
itan piety, e»t«blishrs on the bleak shores of Rhode Island a 
colony wfaicit haa for the rock of Us foundntion freedom of con- 
■cience. Jobn Brown bnrls tatmiclf niniinct the imtilvtMNi of 
slavery, hiuI the startW S<iiith semis 1iim to the acafibld. But 
his spirit "xoes morcbing on " before triBmpbatit armies until

So, the ecntnry npon whose thtvshold we stand, m it nms> 
nresiuovcniciits Iiy men. and ac ioiishv purposes, w ill ^ivecredit 
for the freedom of the ucxro, not merely to the power of Lin- 
colnnndtbegcninsofOmnttbnt nlsoto the vnwaminff devo- 
tion of the Dcmosttacnet of Preedon. the nboMtioiiint ormtor— 
Wendell PbUlip*. 

Phillips was born amid historic snrronndinK*. His baby 
eycn Ml npon tbe tower of the old North Chnrcb. which bad 
flashed ita neaaaKe to PanI Rctck. Bnakcr HHI toomcd dnfly 
iK-foic his hoyisli vij-ion Tht Tf was Faneuil Hall, the birth- 
place of liberty, m soon to b« the cradle of universal freedom. 
Gtowing apamong such surroandinKsasthese.it is no wonder 
that bis yontbfol mind inhaled with every breath the love of 
freedom. Entering Harvard at tbe age of sixteen, he received 
all tlic luirant.-i^'i-s oi a liberal edocation. lie was tbe idol of 
his class, the orator of tbe college, tbe leader of the university 
nristoeraey* In faint tbe prond yoong pnttfcinn, tlwre wn« 
sc.iii-fly a flavor of democracy. Indeed by his wealth, bis social 
posrliou, liii; versnlilegetiins, be siccmed predestined to be tbe 
champion of New England conservatism. 

Gmdoating from the college and the law school, he opened 
Us office on n prominent Boston street, and awaited tbe com- 
ing of his first client. On Ocioher OH. ] S\3.', the client nppcnrrd 
During the afternoon of that mrmorabk day. VVcndelt f'hillips 
belwld n spectacle which turned the conservative into the radi- 
eal, the briitiant yonaff lawyer into the dispised advocate of a 
downtrodden race. On soil consecmted by the blood of the 
first ReTuliitioniiry niarlyi -i, ii> the vfry street named for the 
immortal Washington, be saw an American dtiien moblted for 
declnrinit with Jnmcs Otis, "Antan'a right to fibeity in bfacmt 
Hndiiinlietiahlc-" AsOarrisun \va> tK-ing dragged through that 
street, be little thought that the cause for which he snffercd 



waaltt conseqnencc of thai very act enlisting its moat powerful 

champion. Bat as that evening (TcirVenrJ the streets of dis- 
graced Boston, a shackled race was wioniiig its case in the 
brain and heart of New England's brilliant son. Forever gone 
was his hope of professional diatinetion and his life of Inxnrions 
ease, and in Its stead lowered a cloud of blighted prospects and 

uiiicqultcd service. Vet Weiulell rhillli>s had fr)fin<i hia cHcttt 
at last. It was wronged and oppressed Humanity. 

Loob at tbe attna t lon wbcn tbia bmv* young lavryer took 
up tbe canse of tbe negro. Slavery no longer in the days of 
the Revolution begged permission to exist. It %vn» fust becom- 
ing tbe arrogant tyrant. With its scourge of social prestige 
and political influence it drove before it the snbnervient press 
aad pnlpit. Slave anrltets were opened nnderthe very shadow 

of the capitnl. Thefln;; wliow slielter was free to the "ipprcssecj 
of the Old World, bad no place under its ample (olds (or four 
million human brings of the New. Slavery was insoleBt and 
defiant It was cntnncbed in the Chnrcb, in the State, aad in 
the Constitution. Bach year from tbe tegislaltve ball and from 
the tribunal o*"justicc came forth its mantiaies. With increas- 
ing actifity it was dictating the policy of government and 
erntbiag oat tbe npltit of liberty. 

Such were the conditions when there fl.i8hed over the 
country thenewsof Lovcjoy's murder. The South was mcnsur- 
iog ber strength, and forging her bolts of bate in fires of pas- 
sion. The North beard tbe mmMing of tbe voleanocn beneath 
tbe nations fiset, and cnnght a gthnpae of thnt nnqncncbnble 
fire which smoldered under apparent p<acr and qnietness. 
Boston was started by the insult tn i>crsnnal liberty ; tbe people 
gathered in a nuua meeting in Fa»euil Hall; pewnfaicatfitiMna 
dcnoonccd the monstron* crime. Then tbe aUOfaey-ccncral of 
the Commnnwealth, pushing his way to tbe front, amid shriehs 
of approval, compared tbe drunken murderers with llir tea s|)ll- 
ters of Boston harbor, and declared that Loveioy died "as the 
fool dietb.** Tbe nob thok ap tbe cey ; the Ibcn of fiberty and 
justice had captured the hall. Just at tbot moment, when it 
seemed as if tbe spirit of Bunker Hill bad fled and that Boston 
had forgotten Concord and Lexington, Wendell Phillips 
spiang to the platform. He was greeted with hisses; but as 
bis marvelous votee mnje throngb tbe (mil tbe turbulence 
Iiiishi.-il into silence: "Sit, when I beard tbe gentletaaii lay 
down principles which place tbe murders of Alton side by side 
with Otia and Handcocfc, with Qnincy and Adams, I tboqgbt 
those pictured lips would have broken into voice to rebuke tbe 
recreant American— the slanderer of the dead." Even as he 
spoke the miraclcwas wrought. Porthat young Demosthenes 
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WSH himself ilic very cnibodiniiTit rif tlic s| mtiI i f the Revolu- 
tion. ThrooRh words John Hii(icc>i,k ami James Otis, 
Jodkb Qpiaey and Samuel Adams ngain (hundcrcil nRniiiat 
tyrimnoMteiTortiwdatniekibrtbcinanhoiMloftbc Nortb the 
kernote of n ntw buttle Iirmn of frMdom. 

\N'cri>lcll I'liilli]!-. li.-ul tii.iiU- liis I'.din ;ri^l rillsed himself 
with the bated abolitionists. Henceforth, iiutil the Civil War 
crowned with garlaoda "the ■nrionra of a race," he was the 
outcast of sodcty. Culture nnd rcfinmcnt sneered at thi» new 
John the Baptist, nnd g,iUnri:^>« up Iheir rol>*s of Phni'inaWal 
indifference went on their way. The doors of Bracou street 
were doaed in his iikcc, altbongh be was of the bluest blood o( 
New Bnghmd. He was no loofger a wricMie Kncst within the 

lialH of his tnvn Almn Muter. To lf-c- -iltrtrs uf flie rhitr!»(t he 
brongbt no tbunk olVeringii. for her lind not yet rcalijteil 

the enorinilies of slavery. The state could not claim his allej;- 
,iiuiGCt for it sanctioned the sale of men and women. He could 
not ettn swear to uphold the Constittition, for he bcilevedit to 
lie "n ri n i-ti.'iiit with flc.itli nnr! .nn agreement with hell." 
Tlicrciorc he closed hia law athee. sacrificed his early friendshipt^ 
threw awny his prosjiect*. nil— lo become Ibe advocate of the 
lowlgr, to be branded ai traitor, to be tbrcntcncd witb death. 
We can never know how much it cost that younf; ni.in, born in 
the jiiitfilc .Tiid t!<i\M.M L(l w'lih ^ciiiii?. ti> iirush aside the nllurc- 
mcnts of society and shut his curs tu the siren voices of politi* 
«al prefenncnt. Bat.'^f Lntber natliiig Mi tbcaca to the cathed- 
ral doors wlien the Church was all powerful in Kurope was 
courageous: if John Hancock putting his name to the Declara- 
tion of Independence when a halter bung over bis head was 
heroi^thcn Wendell PhfliipSp as he battled against slawrjr 
when slarery wastbearbitary monarch of America was snb- 
lioie. 

For tweoty-fivc years he tarried till the btrujiglf. if men 
Oppoaed him, he net their opposition and crnxbed it with nn- 
eonpromiaiae Mslataace. If the mob refused to hear him, be 
tamed to tb< reporter's table and said," Howl on, 1 speak to 
thirty millions here!" I 'i l i nfus Clii ui u iln i .v the niiintle of 
his genius over mcn-stcnlt rs, ami i tjusc even to discuss the 
C|ue8tion of slavery ? Liscii to the indictment of Pbillipsi 
"Suppose we stood in the Pantheon of the great jurists of tbe 
world, and let us see what part New England would bear in 
the pn^eanl. Ri'im- imliu^ i-i a imIh^-.-.I figure and says.' Tlia; 
is Fapinian, who, when the Bmiierur Caracella murdered bis 
own bratber and ordcnd the lawjrer to defend tbe deed, went 
chccriallyto death rather thansalljr his lips with the atrociouit 
fdea.' Eagland says: '.That i« Mansfield, silvcr-tonfucd, who 
prodaimcdg 

"Sla\ cs 'j.mnot breathe in lingland; if their luugs 
Kn i ivr our air, that moment they are free."' 

Tin. II Ntw England — I'uritan, educated, free New ii!i;;(.u.tl— 
shouts: 'This is Cuoate, who made it safe to mnrder, and of 
whose health thieves ask before thejr began to steal.' " That 
was blltcr lanKwagc, but as Pfaitlips him«cir said, "It needed 

with us an iittitndc of in<lc|>cndcncr th.tt was almost insolent; 

it nccileil that we should exbaost even the j^axon vocabnhiry 
of scoru to titly utter the rigfatcom andbauiibty contempt thjit 
honest mca had lor mat>*stealen. Only hi that way could we 



wnkc the \ortb to scir-res|icct, or teach the Soutb that at 
length she bad met ber equal, if not her master." 

Thus year by year WcOilMI PUlUpS was marshalling his 
fbroes and carryuig his banner ewr acarer the stronghold of * 
tbe cnemv. The Sooth trembled before bis bitter amifpiment, 
for she beard a voice »tron>;<'r tlinii Irt own — a voict tlc.u , rt ». 
olnte, and fearlensi, I'nder bis bnrninj; words the Nortb wa« 
bciag welded into a thunderbolt of rigbteona wrath. To tbe 
Senate of the Republic Charles Sumner carried that message, 
and the next day he wasatmck down by a cowardly assailant. 
JohnBtuss ri luMi il iliecall toiluly. and answered it with bis 
crackling rifkit among tbe hiJIsof Virginia. And when the first 
cannon boomed over Charleston harbor. Phillips had antici- 
pated the opening struggle by arnnsinp; tlicsliirulKring patriot- 
ism of tbe North. For, at tbe iiauou s call, trom farm and 
conttag^room, from mansion and cottage, came forth her val- 
oroua sona, who battled for four long years in the struggle for 
freedom. , When the hand of Lincoln nnloosed the shacKles 
from tbe limbs of f<nir rnilliiMi <ita\ c^. \V< infill Pliillips 1i;ul won 
bis case. As the eloquence of Samuel Adams blossomed in the 
Declaration of Independetwe, so had thednqucnoe of Wendell 
Phillips flowered in the Proclamation of Bmaneipatton. 

Thirty years have healed the wounds of Civil War. From 
the nsbes of disaster tbe Sunth bus reared a new civilization, 
and into its walls she bns bnik no ignoble hatred or pnjadicr, 
Tlie North hna •ztcnded to ber fraternal confidence, and to- 
gether they have gone forth as ri nritinn miiur! lix tie s nf I,,-, o 
and sympatby. As we look bntk ujiGu ili.a litruggle, let us 
measure Wendell Phillips with the other great leaden and see 
bow grandly be towers above them all. Give all doe credit to 
Oarrison, bat fail not to remember him whose Amphton voice, 
pealing t', irdi fi .r thirty years above tbe tumult of party strile, 
gave to America the bulwark of universal freedom. Do you 
call John Brown self-sacrificiag? What thca wlU yon say of 
him who, in hia prime, tbe canse for which he pleaded sticc-ess- 
ftil, any honor within his easy grasp, delibemtely pusbc<] aside 
the crown and again took up the cross, dmiicated bis marvel- 
ous powers and ripe experience to tbe cause of humanity, and 
gave op his lifr in hts effort to Hevate mankind ? 

I'vcTv .TfTc finds its rmbodinient in sonic great character. 
I'anI, stoncil tn>m city to city and dying courng«ou»ly in a 
KomaildanK'oii, is the iiicarnntcd spirit of early Chrittianitv. 
In aa age wlkcu despotism strode resistless and defiant over all 
Bnrope, the exiled Prince of Orange, William tbe Slle nt, hv his 
indi ■inil;il>tc u ill, united the forcesof liiierty and fearlessly with- 
stood bigoted tynuinv. As tbe twcniictb century looks back 
upon that struggle from which emerged a recreated Republic, 
she will find its germinal principle8,it8irresiKtabie development, 
its glorious consummation, embodied in "the snhlime moral 
■ I iii.i:;i t5ie oil embracing Iiunuinity, tbe sjiotless integritv, 
the ubiSQlutety nnacHisb devotion of great powers to great 
pnbKc ends, which were tbe glory of Wenddl PhilHpi.*'

StatemenlabaTe been floating aronnd the campns to the

Such ideas are without fonndntion, 
except for a single inilividual opinion of one of the dvbnteis ex- 
pressed ia a private letter. The official college pnblication at 
Srnnston. in commenting npon the debate says: 

"TIa ;:rcnt debate is past and the 1'nivers.itv of Minnc- 
i>oia in itic winner. It wau ouc of the most masterly con- 
tests ever held on a coUqge platform. Tlie immense Chapel 
Hall of Minnesota was crowded from door to rostmrn. 
Those who had ibe matter in charge did their work czoel- 
lentlv. Ivvery detail was (iltende*! to with care and pre- 
ciMon. The same qnality of iorctfaougbt marked their treat- 
ment of Northwestern's tcpraaentatiTcs. Coarteons, almost 
solicitous, they strove to make the occaition jdensnn; for their 
visitors. The seating oapiicilv of the chaiKi in which the de- 
bate was held iri one tbuiisnud five humlred ; every seat was 
taken and se>-eral hundred people were compelled to stand in 
the aisles. Flags, banners and streamers of maroon and gold 
wa^cl.un; tliiiti riil .ill owr the house. The gteat audience 
was full of cnthnsinsm. 



At the close of the debate, the judges rendered a unanimous 
decision for the affirmative.

«r 'invalid,' '•clevaitt'or IrrdpTant.' Mo^ic' or lieinlMist'. Sadi 
• man coining from a distfiiKc and coming pirh.ips on a tirt 
tlOO and eipenae*, would not be so likely to be swayed by 
mnj Mmg of wnvn nSliiition. In mf moUcctioo 1M1I7 one or 

two ureal contests in the Middle West in tlie Inst five year? 
hare been agreed upuu by both i>tdc& as defeats ur vi«:torics. 
Tbif TOsatisfactory condition of oSairs, it appears to nte, la 
dne in imrt to tlw fact tbat men allow previoaa kaowlcdKe or 
pr^ndaee to inJhieBoe their decnion. In otlwr i* ordi the m»- 
jority of the judfies nre jndKCS only under protest ; they arc out 
of tbeir element when asked to weigh evidence off-band and 
giTe a isap-abot dcdiioa OD tlie icwit of vieatba of other peo- 
]dt*B lavcatigatian. 

"Per tbe encourag ei nei it eflnter«olicgiale debate and the 
nvoidanoe of Ibid cotistnntiv rt'CH'^rinK liismitisfiiclion over <le- 
cisions, I ■taoold be happy to see the great climatic hour and a 
halfofintdlcetnal contest handed over to the heriAiff oTone 
professional sifter of evidence, of national repntation. Should 
some such proposition be made at the next annnal meeting of 
tbe Executive Board for Inter-Cdhxiate Debate I ahoald be 
happy to lend it my mppoct.

The annual debating contests, to be held by 
the different literary societies of the 
Inter Socifty T'nivcrsitv, are fn«!t approaching, 
Abates inil clrcumstancvs are more fa vor- 
;it)lc than ever for making them a 
gratul success. The intcre;<t shown in dclKitinp nt 
present is suflicietit to insure a guud attendance, 
which is always essential to making a debate 
really sncccssfitl The rerjtiijsites of a good debate 
are, first, guud men ; second, carefal preparation ; 
and, third, an appreciative audience. While some 
of tlic best men are, of course, occtipicti with the 
interstate debates, there is still a lot of good ma- 
terial left. The fact that the inter-state debaters 
have brcti t ln ti-il is no reo>nn why i ntlinsiasin in 
debating should subside. There is an elecliuu 
coming after this one, and those who expect to 



achieve honors in hiter-state contests next year 

have a prood opportunity nf making themselves 
heard and known by participating in the inter- 
aociety debates this year. It is desirable to have 
the fjiicstions that we rirc to debate with Michi- 
gan and Iowa discussed in the coming contests. 
It may be desirable to reserve them, however, for 
the semi-finnis, as those events arc likely to be 
more sharply contested than the others. But, 
however that may be, let as all unite in making 
these contests n success and keep up that whole- 
some spirit which has of late been manifested in 
connection with the debating interests of the Uni- 
versHy. 

In aocordaace with the annonncement in last 

week's issue a meetin^j; of the 
Th< Daily AricL Ariel AssoclrUion was, held in 

chapel last Saturday to discuss 
the advisability of clianging the Akii-!. to a daily. 
Tlic sentiment of those present seemed to be in fa- 
vor of the change; and while no definite steps were 
taken, a committee was appointed to draw up a 
plan for the publicaliua ul a daily Ariel. Some 
difficnities will doubtless be encountered in the in- 
ception of tlic plriii, l)iit if tlic project receives the 
hearty support of both students and faculty, it 
win be sttccessfnlly carried ont. That thissuppbrt 
will be secured there is no qacstion. 

There are always some things that are thought 
of when it is too late to accom» 
Debate- Slioufd plisli then. Now that the North- 
Be Reported' western debate is over, it has been 
suggested that we ought to have 
had a steiio).rrapliic report of nil the speeches, to- 
gether with copies of alt charts presented. The 
cost of having such a report made woald have 
Ijecn insignificant in comparison witVi its value. 
The debute represented months upon months of 
hard work by a lafge number of students. It was 
]tro!)al)lv tlie atjk-st exposition which that phase 
of the liquor traffic has ever bad : such valuable in- 
formation upon an intensely interesting and im- 
portant suhjeet should not have "been allowed to 
go to waste. Besides, it might be a good idea to 
keep on file for future reference a complete report 
of .ill of our grojit interstate debates. Tliis is a 
system which has been employed in the University 
of Wisconsin for the last ten or fifteen years; and, 

conscqucnllN , ihey ;ire ;ilu ri\ s ready for their op- 
ponents on u great number of questions. It is 
now too late to secure a report of both sides of 
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the Gothetihurg Liquor Question, but we can ob- 
tain reports of our otljcr t\\ u interstate debates 
which ate to take fiacc this year. Both of these 
debate]^ arc on interesting subjects— the trust ques- 
tion and the labor question. Buth ot them are 
upon subjects which arc likely to bedebated again 
within a few years, so that their preservation 
might help future teams in their preparation. 
This is a matter which is at least worthy of con- 
sideration by those in charge of our debating in- 
terests. 



The difficvlty which arose in reK<'ir<1 to the .-il- 
ttou of the Debating Board tu 
▼orfcon tramferring debaters from one 
Inter-State team to the other has been quietly 
Dehates settled; and the two teams that 
will represent the Uoiversity in the 
inter-state debates are already hard at work upon 
the questions. The Iowa team aa somewhat handi- 
capped, not having received the question until last 
Wednesday night. The subject for discussion will 
be the settlement of disputes between organised 
capital and organized labor by a board of com- 
pulsory arbitration. The team has only ten days 
to determine the choice of sides, and, under the 
circumstances, they will receive with appreciation 
any information firom those who may have stud- 
ied the question, or may have time to devote to 
the study of it. It is manifestly unfair to have the 
question submitted at this late date, giving as it 
does an undue advantage to the team that has the 
privilege of studying it for three or four months 
before submitting it. Some measure should be 
adopted at nn early date w liereby (lie snbmittiiiy 
of the question at the beginning of the school year 
should be provided for, or better still before the 
close of the school year prcvinus tf) the one in 
which the debate takes place. This year we .'ihall 
have to make the best we can of it. The question 
is an interesting one and we hope suflicieTitlyso to 
induce a number of students to study it and there- 
by render valuable asatstance to the team. It is 
desirable that snh-team"! should be orj^anizcd if 
possible to debate the questions with our regular 
representatives.

"COMPULSORY ARR1THATION" 

The Iowa debating team is considerably puzxled to know 
jnst how to interpret the question which has been snbmitted 

by lown The <|ucstion. as iflated in the Inst issue, is: "Re- 
solved, t hat all dispute U twccn otijaui/ed labor and organ- 



ized capital should be settled by compidsory arbitration." The 
difficulty arises over the word "compulsoiy." According to 
Carroll D. Wright, who is probably the best anthority fn this 

ii»iinti\ iiprni l.ili II tiiMlIiis, "loinpulsol y .11 fjitration" wiiuld 
compel the parties to the controversy to submit to "one defin- 
ite deeirion" of tlw tribunal. Por example, a laborer wonid lie 
com|>elled to accept the wages settled upon by the tribunal 
even if he could make more by <|uittitig work and accepting 
si 'iiit; other position. The employer, on the other hand, would 
have to pay the wages stipniatcd by the court of arbitration, 
even ifsudi wage* would enoae the rurn or bin husincn. Sneh 
a system of nrbitrntifin svmitil lit lit He better than slavery- on 
the one side aud confiscation on the other. Many authorities 
disagree with Carrol D. Wright as to the degree of meaoiiig in 
the word compnboiy. Tliey say that compulsory arlMtration 
nerdy means that the laborer must accept the wages deter- 
mined upon b> tlic 1)1 ■at il , tl 111 \\ aiit--. i i cijntinuc working for 
his employer; and that the employer must pay such wages if 
he wants to continue in bnaincaa, than giving each party an 
'i|iiirui It is iKccssary to knowwhut Iowa's interpretation is 
belore the relative meritsuf the sides or the true significance of 
the cinestion can be grasped.

character. In a university the sise of onts, where 

classes are large rnul slu<leiits are iiitt called ujiou 
to recite more than once or twice a week, some- 
times not so often as that, and where, besides, the 

lecture system is \ er\ l.'it u;cly used .is n method of 
tostructtou, little opportunity is afforded tbe stu- 
dent to learn to express himself. And yet cultiva- 
tion of expression innsi lie regardcil a an essential 
element of a liberal education. It boots little, 
though ourminds be filled full with chaotic knowl- 
edge, if when we try to give expression to our 
thoughtSt we are at sea. To get possession of 
knowledge and team how to use it are two com- 
paratively different things. One man may know 
twice as much as another and yet, if be has ne^ 
glected to train his faculty of expression, he may 
not be able to make as practical use of his knowl- 
edge as the latter of his. Of course men are differ- 
ently endowed in this particular as in all others. 
But all can become more or less proficient through 
l)ractice, and through practice alone. It is remark 
able to note the transformation that takes place 
in some students in the matter of public ^wak- 
ing. Many, who in their Sophomore year have 
never facetl an audience, nor attempted to think 
on their feet, often develope into most proficient 
and entertaiuinc; si>efi!<ers before their college 
course is over. Tlicy arc usually the oneswhohave 
been prominent in their sodcty and have taken 
active part in literary society work 

The work done in the literary .suciclies has 
been well supplementcfl by tlie organization of sys- 
temntii' deliatin-.' clrisses.

dividing. About two weeks

isticcliib. That club materialized about a week 
ago, though not without some attempted oppos- 
ition on the part of those who embrace the pntici- 
ples of tmperialisni. Now we understand that an 
Imperialistic Club is in the process of formation 
and SPine of its promoters haTe conturaously in- 
formed llidr anti friends that tliere will loon lie 
"blows to take as well as blows to give." 

Sorely no harm can flow from this healthful 
exhibition of interest in the great qneation of "im- 
perialism"— perhaps the most momcntus one that 
at present confronts the Araericanconimonwealth. 
It is certainly an encouraging aign of the times 
that college students, who are preparing thera- 
adves for the duties of life, are manifestingso much 
interest in political questions. The social and po- 
litical problems that are nt present seeking solu- 
tion will require ths wisest statesmanship, and 
the moat profound study to sol ve. The American 
citizen can no !onf»cr fed indifferent about the set- 
tlement of puliticul questions. It is time that he 
shonld come to a fuller rcali/.ution of the dgnifi. 
cnnce that attaches to the ailniinistration of gnv- 
ernnicntal affairs. The political life of the ordin- 
ary American citizen is in many CBMB character- 
ized by erimiTial indiffei encc. But wesfaould realize 
that representative government was not made to 
take care of itself ; and if the people^who are the 
oriqinnl source:! of all governmental powers are 
negligent in the discharge of their public duties, 
they have themodves to hlame for at least a part 
of the corruption that may creep into the body 
politic. 

The primary object of these organizations 

should of course be to study the question and as- 
certain so far as possible tlie facts in the case. (In- 
fortanately this h not always so. Many are actu- 
ated by partisan motives and take more delight 
indowntng an opponent than in disco vcring truth . 
It is indeed unfortnnate that all should not be 
generous enough to discuss a question on its own 
merits, without resorting to gross misrepresenta- 
tion and the exhibition of parti^tan feeling. A 
man's political beliefs are not a mark of character, 
and any person who tries to make them such sim- 
ply betrays bis own uurruw miudeduess. We 



shall hope, then, to see these dubs engaging in 

friendly discussion, having fOT thdr prime pOrpOSe 
the ascertaining of truth.

Oiii' ul tilt lurjiot l.init animals of Eocene times was the 
Coryphodon. This bcsst was from six to eight fwt in hight 
and ten tn fifteen iect in length. In relationship it was a full 
coa^n to the modern tapir on the one hand and the elep&ant 
On Ou- <itlit-r The Coryphuil. iti is bdicvcl to liavi- Iive<l on the 
palm principally and had bi£ teeth for pulling down and break- 
ingolT the bnuKbea. One tooth menared nine inebes in length 
and three nnd one-half inches around. Strange as it may n|v 
pear tiria annimal had six boms, some of the cores oi which 
were fonnd. 

Next in jioint of numl>eni were the turtles. Tbc hard shells 
were the more numerous. The largest would be three or fotir 
feet across. Six or eight men might Stand on one's back^'^Jjt^e 
shell varied in thickness, the larger ones being an inch and one* 
half to two inebes tbiek. 

(rt^nernlly in the same region with the turtica were found 
skektons of the crocodile. This animal waa coTertd with 
plates seme of wbieb were about two hicbes square and raised 

to a half inch in thicl:tu'--«. rri;ir the center. The»r |>i;it(s are 
ornameutcd and doubties» gave an attractive appearance to 
the crocodile. 

Small, hollow Itoncs anch as belong to birds were o-xasion* 
ally found.

Uaring collected a large iiutuber of bones in the Bocene, the 
Cretaeeons was eiaited in senrch of Sanrians.

The State University of Iowa QuiH, after qnotiog nearly a 
pagS from the Aatltf upon the nnsntisfnctory arrnngemeata 
betwcca tbe two universities concerning debating, makes the 
following edilori.il cnmnient: 

" Minnesota feels that uyssticc has been done hcr in that 
the qnestioa far debate was not snbmilicd sooner. TlMnigb It 

in very clenr thnt when Ihc- (jticstioii is -suhnHtli il ;il lliis I;ite 
daic, lull jusli<« cannot be nivcn it, ycl it i!i tlic Inull of tlic 
system of arrangements concerning debating between the two 
schools aod not due to iojosticc on the purt of lows. We 
wonid wdeome any negotiations tending to (lerleet thenrranft' 
ititiits now in vogue, and in fact have alrfaify cvlncil such 
a desire. If possible tbe question should be submitted in the 
Spring term previous to tbe coateit and than insaic tfaoroafth 
iovtstifatioa of tbe snlt|ect and a coaseqaent'betternieat of tbe 
debate." 

It is ii-r (.liiily wt-ll \><r debating interests between the two 
universities that Iowa has discovrred the injurious eficct of 
ber ftaraMr attitude. Last (^ring effort was made to net 
B question submitted hcfotc tlu- iIi.m- <if jichool, bnt Inwa pro 
tested at that time that tt » oukl be ui<fair to her, since it had 
not been customary to submit a question in the S|>ring. Now, 
however, that it is Minnesota's tnrn to submit for next year, 
Iowa sees only not the {nstic« but also tbe necessity of making 
ar K-Ath siiljiiiisxioti r.f i5k- <:|:ic8tion, While MiinuMila wnnid 
be pcrlciL'tly juHtitied in holding off and thus giving Iowa a Ut- 
tie of her own mcdidnc, yet tlw interests of debating wonId 
certainly bepniaiatcd by tiw change and onr association will 
do alt in Its power to seeme it. For a I'niverKity to hold n 
.|ii<-5tiLni tor licbati- m v rral months iK-fore submittingit, shows 
that she b afraid to ttieel her opponent oo equal terms. A de- 
bate aboold be a contest of ability, and not a eonlest of tricks. 

Another reform in the Minncsotji I.iwa I.c-i^-n.' i< vrry 
dcsireabic and shonid be puslicd through bv lUunt iu clitirge; 
that is, to enlarge tbe hiagUC bv taking in two other western 
aniversities, and to anraage a system of " tinals " and "semi- 
finals" like that of the Central Debating Leagac. niinois, 
Nebraska and Wisconsin would be mon tliim j^ImiI Im enter 
such n Icagitc, so there is uo dithcuUy about getting other uni- 
Tcrsitics to unite with MS in the Icagne. The advantages of 
snch a Chmilgeai* apparent. In the first place It Rives greater 
inteicst to tbe dflMtc by holding up nn additional incentive to 

wla tbe preliminaries. It wonId make the *'6nato" an intensely 



intcresttng contest as they would determine the championship 

in wcutern rh'tiiUiiie Tlir rioi wciilii iic practically niiUiir-j; 
as the final debate woultl piobahiy inure than pay for itself. 
All that is needed, is for someone to take hold and organise it< 
If this organisation is perfcctcd within tbe apaee of two or 
three oioathi, it will be poairiblc to bold onr contests under It 
ftir next year.

OUR DEBATINQ SYSTEM 

My connection with the debating league of the Univeraity 
for the past two monthe haa placed mc tn a potitlon where I 

have Ijini ;iblc tii ulisci vc tlic tiasi<i up;jii « Iiitii 'lui Debating 
und k>i :>t'>ritii I uilcicsU huve been maua^ctl. Witbctul presum- 
ing to be fault-finding I want to criticize our debating system 
with a view of remedying lomc of the defect* wbicb certainly 
exist in it. 

1 icluilc ami ( Jriktorv In our IJiiivi-rsiLy .tic Insti rid b\ t\\c 

Public Speakers' League which comprises all the literary socic- 
ticfl of the VniTtnity . In thia PtthK: Speahcra' iMtum we have 
the Federal Society, composed of one orator and two debators 
from each literary society, and the Society Council made up of 
two represertativcB from each society. From the Federal 
Society our debators and orators repicacnting ae in tbe diflicr 
cnt coatcatt are cboicn. The aodcty Coancil has charge of the 
business part ot thcic contcita, the arranfienient, aeleelton of 
judges, etc.j 

I have but one criticism |icrtalning to the working of the 
Federal Society, and thai ia that the drbatins board baa been 
H failnre— a failure, first, because tbe societr council bns found 
it imim-^sUde to Ret the reijuired iiuniberofKtu<lents capable of 
serving on that board, to ciualify; and second, because tbe 
members which have (jnalified have not attended r^nlarly. 



Now as to the business end. For tbe past two or three years, 
not to say for a longer period, theindebtedoeasof our debating 
mtcmts has gradtmlty been increasing. TMs is not to be

with oratory or debate, hns nccived and paid oat' money, 
without keeping any necnmit of it other than what memory 
kept. Snch a system most necessarily be condemned. No one 
knows wht 11 tin- tiioncy K'>cs tn, or liow iniK'li iiul( btedness 
may have been incurred. Responsibility is not fixed. In 
Deeember a bnsiiiess manager wu efacted who was to have 
entire cliorge of the financial part of the Pnblic Speakers' 
League. Now while this business managment is an improve- 
ment over the way in which things have been run in the (tast, 
it it far from satisAictory. Tbe constitntioa providea that 
"the treasurer's account shall he audited by the Woiterslty 

nccountanl." Tliis Is as it s-lionlii In-. Bu: tln-conNlntiuTi .ilso 
provides that the treasurer of the I'ublic Speakers' I<«ugtie 
shall be a raeabcTof the Dcbadiq; Board. The Debating Bo«rd 
has failed toelcct a treasurer, and since the Society Council haa 
power to make entire provision and arrangement for all con- 
ti>1s, tbnt tiody elected u business manager with power as 
went ioned abo ve. Who is going to andit the account of a bnS' 
inesB manager? With the eonstltntien reading aa it doea, by 
wlinsc .Ttitliority does he act ? We see how loosely things are 
run. The constitution itself is loose and evcnconilicling. Now 
■a to the business part, I advocate that thenflkn of bmiaen 
manager ano treasurer be held by the same ptsaon, and that 
person be elected by the Public Speakers' League in order to 
better fix tbe responsibility uf tlitit |M»itn>n, ,-inil that I la- De- 
bating Board be made the auditing committee. In making the 
Debating Board the andlting eommittcc I aatidpate some peo- 
posed cban^ in the board. Perhaps the greatest fitnit m onr 
system in in ttte fact that until this year it has been made n 
riictorical affair instead of ii university affair. By this I do 
not mean to belittle our rbeturical department— that depart- 
ment haa done in valuable servfce— but if the other departments 

woulil all do as nnieh wr otiUI lit assured <->f certain snue**. 

.Vt the present time we caunut, unilertul'c to reiiioUci our 
tiebatiqg flgratem, but it is to be hoped that wiien our big 
debataa are over in the Spring steps will be taken to revise onr 
constitotion and place ottr Debating and Oratorical interests 

on a sounil \vnrl:ini; bnrsis, lunl ti> tliiN t'luT it vv<nil<l jtcrliap'* be 

well to receive tiuggeslions from time to time through the 
Ahbl from those who are interested in the success of Oratory 
and Debute in tbe VniTcnity. —P. H.

DR. BURTON ON "RUSKIN." 

Dr. Burton 8|)ent the "off hour" last Thursday in IccliiriuK 
apoo the life and work of John Rnehin, whoee recent death haa 
brought tarn mo prominently before the fmbtie. 

Knksin.like many ofHnKlandV (ptlu-i f;if.u iiKii, wns ttallv 
Scotch, a fact which largely accounts for the imaginative, 
myatle ddaent In hia writi nga. Dnrins bU boyhood he bad the 
English Bible »s instilled into him that be, himielf, attiibntea 
to it no small part of bis literary ablKty. 

He had tbc beueht of wealth in his youth, beiiiK enabled to 
gradoate from Oxford and to trarel on tlic Continent. And it 
was during these travfto that be imbibed a loee for architect* 
urc and nrt which later took -io important a ijlncc in his 
thoughts and writings. As the basis of his life lay bis say- 
iag,"I believe that that benuty Ishcit, which is iK-nuty fur the 
lantest aamber." Hit life may properly be divided into three 
phaeei: that ofa critic, that of a rcfbrmer, and that of a moat 
perfect prose po( t 

Aaan art critic be iausted upon two lbing»— jiclection of a 
good Milject and fine techntqne. There maat always be a 
moral purpose; no nrt for arts sake, bnt art for an end. There 
con be no good art without the goodness of the artist. For 
exprcaaing snch ideas, Kuskin was looked upon us a literary 
man writing upon a snbjcet out of bia aphere. Bnt his criti- 
ciama ot art are really raluable beeaneebe hiiaself waean artist 
of great «^ilit\ , i!,c secrets of art by aetual contact 

aad by grappluiii with Its piublcms. 

Thesocial problems of the day occa|>ied his mind. Hehated 
SMChinery becaoae Ik believed it took awajr the artistic taste 
oftheeinploYe— a rvtnm to the old ayatem of industry was his 
il('!<ir('. lit- s<.'i 11)1 .til crhiLLiI standard for laborna opposed to 
the utilitarian standard ot economists. 

As a writer of Un;;lisli pro4e he if! so superbly nrttsttcthfltit 
would Ik- luntful if it wert- iii>l t nr.: icii witli riliii.il iViviir, 
He, himself, was sorry that people took notice of the tnauner 
of Ms comtMsltion Instead of the matter.

THH I 'niversity of California has done away 
with all professional cuaclitng and is to pat its 
athletics entirely in charj^e of its students. This 
is at least theoretically the best solutioti of the 
coaching difticolty. It would make athletic coo* 
tests between uniTersities entirely dependentupon 
tbe ability of tlie contestants instead oi rcsiing.as 
it now does so largely, upon the merits of the pro- 
fessional trainers in charge. The great difficulty 
with the plan is that it j)robably would not be 
faithfully carried out hy all thecontestingcolleges. 
Some would secure professional coaches in spite of 
rules to the contrary in order to give them an ad- 
vantage over their opponents. Of course the in- 
fringement of stich an agreement by one college 
would necessitate its abandonment by all. The 
exiK'riment of Calif«»rnia and other Pncitic Coast 
colleges will at least be an interesting one to 
watch. ______ 

The I'illsbury contest is fast approaching; and 
those who have in mind to 
MattCfS Oratorical comjK-te shoidd be workiiiLT 
faithfully on their orations. 
This contest is the biggest annual affair that we 
Imvf ill the liiu' nf oi .'ttor\' As .i matter fact it is 
the itnly local oratorical to which publicadmission 
is given.

The latter is the one to which 
we look fj)rward with cs{)ecial interest. A few 
years ago it was regarded as one of the bigg)»t 
annual afTairs of the \\ hf^lr Vnivt rsity Why is 
notthesame interest mauitestcd now as was then? 
Surety the prises are a sufficient incentive to call 
forth a slijirp c<un|>elition, and sIumtIi! rnnnrtaTul 
the best talent that we have. The trouble with so 
many students of line ability is that they won't 
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try. If they only tried they would be lurprised to 

find out what tluy toulil ilo Let lis unitetomake 
this contest n grand success, and raise oratory to 
its former prestige. Remember that this is not a 
personal affair bnt a UoiTersity affair. 

There is another thing to be remembered: The 
Pjlhbory contest does not close the season of ora- 
tory. After that comes the inter-statc meet. Min- 
nesota has always won a fair place in the final 
contest of the Northern Oratorical League, but we 
have never won out. Now we should not get into 
the habit of thinking ttiat there is any thing par tic* 
tilarly wicked in winning out; neither should we 
think that Ix-cuuse we have not done it in the past 
we cannot do it in the future. We arc happy to 
say that in spite of the lethargic condition of ora- 
tory during the last year or two, we havethisyear 
«nme excellent oratore. It sometimes takes severe 
defeats to prepare for a great victory ; but with 
persistent effort the victory will come sooner or 
later. Let us hope we may have an opportunity 
to hail it this year.

In considering a matter of this kind, we must 
look to the future for results. Our UniTersity has 
its history yet to m.ike. Trophies ;iml various 
little things of interest will come with the prog- 
ress of time. 

Now, the fust retjuisite for preserving trophies is 
to provide someplace for keeping them. After the 
thing is once started, emulation and rivalry will 
go a great way toward making such a place both 
ornamental and usei'ul. A collection of prizes and 
relics won by diflerent classes and students, and 
givenover to the I'niversity forpermanent keeping 
would not only stimulate healthful rivalry among 
them, but it would be something in which all 
alum II i would have a common interest, besidesser- 
ving to keep them more closiely attached to their 
alma mater. Some of the older eastern colleges, 
as Harvard and Vale, boast of having trophies 
won by their students who afterward became he- 
roes of Revolutionary fame. \Ye venture thc'proph- 
esy that if a room for snch a purpose were set 
aside, it would in the course of a very few years 
become a most interesting adjunct to tlie Univer- 
rstty.

He 
showed himself to be a fanatic moderator of a antique type and 
abeaM be rdegalcd to atteiate saMy at ffamca idajed by Mcm^ 
bers of the old ladies home. Wisconsin doubtleaa plaecd bcr 
fate in this man's hands but she was doomed to disappoint- 
ment. This individual manifested suoh nn eiaRKeratcd con- 
ceptioo of tbe letter of the rules of tbc game that a Minnesota 
player trat alnuwt afraid to toneb tbe ball lent a foiH be ealted 
on him, white Wisconsin had a RTent arlvntitage in being 
drilled by his eccentricities.

are we going back to the old custom ? An nrticle 
appcarci! rcLcntTv in one ol the ciu il.iilies in whic'i 
it was stated that the present S"uiQr class, as tt 
whole, favor the old cnittom of clam orations. So 
far .IS \\c have been ililc to ascertain, that state- 
ment has no foundation in fact. We are not awnre 
that the class, as a body, has expressed itself upon 
I'u sn^iict Tt is, however, s.'ife to say that the 
majority of the class are not at ail friendly to the 
old cnstom. They recof^itze the fact that the occa- 
sion is not intended to 'x- one for the exhibition of 
forensic ability. Those who are oratoricnlly in- 
clined have alt the opportunities they can wish for 
to distinguish themselves in the inter-society and 
inter-state meets. The class recognise, also, that 
the dignity of the occasion will be promoted by 
having a noted public speaker deliver ibe address 
of the day. The occasion is one on which all dis. 
tinetions on the basis of scholarship, or superior 
ability, should be eliminated so far as possible. It 
is one on which all shouM stand on an equality 
and remember only that they are members of the 
class. 

We throw out these snggestinns to tho.-«c who 
feel an interest in the subject. We hope there will 
be no occasion for making this a matter of con- 
troversy, but that it will he decided ])eaceably 
and satisfactorily to all. It is time, however, 
that we should, be thinking about the matter, 
so that wu may be ready to act when the occasion 
comes. 

The action taken last Saturday at the meeting 
ol the .\riel i\ssoctation is tlic 
"The Minnesota most signific.-uit one which the 
Daily'' .XHiia, has for some time been 
able to record. The iuiportance 
of the measure was dscidcdlv dispro])ortionate to 
tlK' iminliLT in attendance. Of those who were 
present it was the ijencral concensus of opinion 
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that the proposed change should be made in the 
publication of the University paper, and we shall, 
therefore, in the course of a few weeks be blessed 
with a dnily. 

Our experience with a diiily paper has been 
limited to the publication of Football last Fall, 
during tlic mf>«?t enthusiastic p.-irt of tlic riiollinll 
season, it nuisi be said to have ht'tii a grand >uc- 
ceSB, accomplishing fwHy the purpose for which it 
wa* intemU-i? Tiint thr imhlication nf.'i r<L;iiInr 
daily paper can Ik- made a success, we have no 
doobt. In order to be a snccess, however, the 
prnjict mnst mtt't with the hearty support and co- 
operaticjn. it will require the expenditure of con- 
siderable amount of time and money to turn out 
a daily that \vi!l he n crrdit to the insticntmn. 
Students must not only lend thetrsupport by way 
of subscription, but they must also contribute a 
part of their tinu- am! talent to the oditiiii:; nf the 
paper. Those who have special aptitude for that 
kind of work should not withhold their serviceR. 

If we unite otir cfFr/rts we cm make the daily n 
success. We can make it subserve the ends of a 
college paper much better than a weekly ever 
con'd do. Our aim should be to have it occupy 
among the college dailies, the high position which 
the AxiBL has held among thecolk^ weeklies.

Wbcaaehool opened last Fall those in charge of debate at 
the Unlveraity of Minnesota tried to get the University of lown 
to submit to us the question for inter-state debate, so that it 
might be taken up and stadied ia tbe Federal Society. As all 
kaew, Iowa ivfased to sabmit theqnettioB, and tWcd to play 

II sharp gniTK.- by holiling it for five nuinths in order to give it 
cnii-ful iiivt stigalioii before sobmittmi; it to us. This was cer- 
tainty takini.; an unfair and nnprece<lented advantage. And it 
should be known that Iowa was forced to yield atlaat only by 
a samaiary demand on the part of Uinneimta that the qnes- 
tion be »ulirnitl!<1 if tin- (Kbaic was to take place at all. 

Minnesuta took five weeks in which to select sides on the 
qvMtioa. Iowa pratcsted agaiaat tMa very rcaioaahic apaae 
of time, altbamtb it had taken her five motitkM to fermidate 
the qnestion. 

On March 10th tbe preliltiinary contest lor the selection of 
debaters was to take place in the theatre at Iowa City. G. L. 
CaldwcH, of the Himicsata team, went down to take in the 

rtehntr, in nrflcr to pioJ; iiji any iiiforination vvlnrli ini>;ht 
be <lrop|ieiij daring the discussion. As stated ui the article 
by Mr. Janes, everything openly and above-board. 

Neither Caldwell nor any one else at Minnesota thought 
fer a minnte that there was anything wrong in going 

to a puhlk mnlewt. Il is known to all the tiiatinent 
which Caldwell received at the bands uf the Iowa boys, who 
fallowed him to bin iMrtel and demanded his notes, makhiK 
threat" of violence in case of refusal. Minnesota holds no 
grudge «ga>iist lown for those acts — they were the acts of col- 
lege l>oys, done in the spirit of college eatbosinsm : hut Minne 
sota does object to the onisir way ia which Iowa has treated 
the matter ia her college paper. To aaytlut Caldwell acted in 

any nnderliarnlrd way, is false. It [<i ecrtainlv fniici to go 
openiy t<> a ;mbUc dtijHic than it is to hold n question tor de- 
Imte for live months before sabmitling it. 

A univenity will take every poiaible neaas that ia hoaoF> 
able, to win In an Interstate contest. Minnesota betieees that

Being college boys 
they talhed together in a Inendtr wmy, Caldwdl aeUng in no 
»ccrct or undcrliatiilcil manner \Vlicii tlu-v arrived at lowft 
City he went to tiic bold and rcKistcrct) uudtr iiis own name 
and address. He then went out nnd tried to get a stenogra- 
pher to take down the debate which was to be held on that 
CTening. This also shows that he was in no sense acHttg in 

any secret way. Wlicn the time came lie wtiit to the theatre 
where the debate was to be held and there met some of his old 
Minaeaota fricaita. He then boiight his ticket and took a 
£oBt amt la th« tbcattc. .\* soon aa the dcbatebcgan he took 
oat his note book and openly took down notes npon the 

jpeeclK-s <it iIk- ilitTcrent debaters. 

When tbc debate bad almotit hnisbcd Caldwell rose and 
walked out of the theatre. Later in the evening, upon the de> 
mnnd of a number oTI us a stiulciits. lu' gave alt the notes 
which he haJ taken, ibiuughuu!. the nunc episode there 
was nothing secret or underhanded. He registered in his own 
naute at the hotel; the bojrs knew who be was and where be 
was trom hefbre he entered the theatre ; he took a front acat 

and i iticii'.v took notes. In view i>! a!l these f.iet!; it cannot be 
held thnt there was any secrecy about the matter. 

The only ciuestienabie part of the preeccdiBK then, waa his 
going down thct* at all. Ereryone knows that it is customaiy 
in football tA have men on the j^rnunds to watch a public K<*nie 
in order that their own team may profit by it later. If tin- is 
good ethics in football, it is good ethics in debate. Further 
than this, if the town hof a bad so desired thej could have pn- 
vented Caldwell's attending the debate, because he had ninde 
no secret ut'his identity, nnd there were sererol in the nndienw 
with whom he was personalty acquainted. It is certninly un- 
fortunate that the matter aha old hare caoscdanjr ill- ficeling, 
but it hi doe to Mr. Caldwell that the whole affair shouM be 
aet forth In its true Itgfat.

LETTER TO PRESIDENT MACLBAN

Afy tfrflr miir; 

I write to you about Mr. Cnldwell because I nm sure thnt 
witelher or not jrou agree with ns ;ou will know tiiat wedcsire 
to do and to uphold only what ia honomhie and ri^t. 

First let me say that Mr. Cnldwell willing tOKesigU fiPORI 
our team if your students ?;iy U)«l llity wish it. 

While our ilebattiig board knew nothing of thia trip, we 
take the ground that it is not in itself dishonovahie for a 
member of any nnivenntT to attend a pnblie debate of a com- 

lieting team in another nniversity \Vc Indd tPtat whoteveris 
advertised, and especially anything to which tickets are sold, 
belongs to the pnblie and no honor rcatmiat balds back ariral 
team. 

We see no reason why debate should diBfcr fh>m football 

in this respect. Varsity coaches and players nre not regarded 
as spies, bat are accorded boooral>le weioome, tbongh I am 
told some years ago this was not the case. Should not the 

s.aiiic eidi^htcocd policy prevail in debate' It i*, in otir judg- 
ment, the only plain, straightforward course. Take for in- 
stanoe two universities tike Iowa and ^f iiine»ota. There an 

!«tadent!! »n each wlm have ?rieinls in the titliei- 

i'hi rf w W. lie iiioic or Jess ot corresijundeiKX in re|{flrd to 
the \\ ork <i( tlie teams, and because of the intenserivalry.more 
or less of revealing throngb friendship what the giver and re- 
ceiver helb ftel to he not quite fhfr and honest and no irstric* 
tioii i-aii leaeli (ir lorrecl this .is the information is so oikmi- 
ly obtained. Friends outsidr of the University could easily get 
the paints for the rival tenm if no stn^t coidd be fannd to do 
so. There is every temptation to sueh nnderhandcd oonncs 
beeame they are impussihie to detect. 

But take the other ground ; let all public debates be eoai- 
Hion property, anil let the teams like the football players re- 
serve for private practice such points «« they do not wish 
'xnowir Then their secrets could never hi ftuiml rmi neefji hy 
such trespass upon private rights a* could hardly escape de- 
tection, and would he looked upon by all as disboaorable. 
HivinKa plain and distinct line of demarcation — what isgiven 
to the public is vours, what is not so given must not be 
sought— it win be easy to Insist upon npright and aqnare 
dealing. 

Under any other plsn right nnd wrong are couAiaed. Take 
forinstnme reiwirts . t' p.ist deljate? which are now become 
most vnlunble helps to the college debater. Your rival team 
debates another college, is not a •teoographlc rqMm of this 
debate aa much eommon property and voar right OS a nport 
of fl debate of five years ago? But it is plain that if yon could 
ni<i in liunur attend that debate you cannot in honor use such 
a report. And where is tbc time limit i* Have yon any more 
right to use a report of a debate given a year ago than of one 
given last month i' 

Moreover, witii sutU ci.-elul uiid exhaustive study of their 
subject as the trunis now give, no one can hope to present new 
beta. The success of the dctiatcrdocanoi depend upon the nov- 
elty of bis aiyomest, the snrprises he can spring upon his op- 
ponent, bat npiHi his pcnonal power in the use of ftimiliar 
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arK'umcnts, the akill with wlnicbWciinlwBdleKfBpoaaeoiii- 

mon to both. 

We hoM then dfetSiictly that all o«r poblie debMcs «k 

op«n to oor rivals to n8« in any way they s<« fit. and thttn to 
us; but we will dUcoorage and denounce any attempt to ob- 
tain »ucn information «s the tCKOU have not made public. 

It it well that thi« krae w now plainljr niide, far a dear 
iiddei«taDd1iijt*b«aM be had and definite action taken npon a 
question of such rital importance. We shnll write t" other 
universities that we debate with askioj; their full re^oxnitian 
of this principle. Orconne m ahall becoremed is our actlcm 
hr the opinioa that m»y pnvail. 

The only reason why we encaaraite Mr. CaMweH's offer 

to rcsif{n is bccaiiM- Iowa fi;u) iir<t acLi-iitcH tliiv princiiilr, iiiid 

we wish to beal any breach between us. But we hope that for 
the fntare this plain aod dietinet rule may he aooepted and 

acted ujion. 

Mav wc- not ask, Ur. McLcau, iliat you will kiadly bring 
this matter up for the cafm consideration of your students. 

Trusting that not on^jr peace and goodwill, bnt fair and 
upright dealing majr ever nark the ivIatioiM of opr two nai-

"Mr. Caldwell h not a student of this anivenity and we 

have no authority .i\< r Iiim in mv way Wc shall not insist 
or even reqaest that lie resign liU place in the debate. The 
whole matter is one for Minnesota atone to decide. 

"V'niir suf;f;rBtion that attendance and stenographic re. 
rH>itinj;at preliminary debntca of comjieting nniveraities be 

recoKnized n» leKitioMte and lionorable has been very cartfally 

considered. 

"\Vc do not fully understand that the practice in fimtbadl 
is prectsely parallel. Before important contesta plays are pfmt- 
tised in absolnte secrecy. In open contests It is impossible to 

learn nitKli as to the dct.iil>i of the game, unless uik- is w iiliin 
the siJe-liiiCii. t o attempt to make out these details,— the sig. 
nnU, for example,— is considered dishonorable. Any OMdo&tg 
•o is still peremptorily put oil the field. We do not Iraow of 
any change in this respect. 

"Public footb.ill games nrc i.f j;tiur.(l inlcrrst. and it is 
customary for persons from a distance to attend. Freliminaiy 
debates are of local interest ooly, nnd disUnce and, we bad 
Bopposcd, custom have been a protection. 

"You hnvc suggested a difficulty as to determining the 
time.liniit within w hich one is not justified in making use of a 
stenographic report. Que has a literary property, a legal 
right, to oae's oration or ipeecfa of any kind, howcTer often 

;lcl.vt-reil, until it": piib!ic'.Ttion i<! anttinri/ffl i.r the liylit is 
waived. Then it is of course legitimate and pro|>er lor others 
t o profit by one's work as liilly as tbey can. Until sneh antboT' 
isatioa or waiving, any use ofa stcaograpbie report, by print- 
ing or otiierwtie, is iltegal. The time-limit itxcd by tiM com- 
mon law seems td us fairly ilcfiii;U- .ind Satisfactory. Of 
coarse, if rcportinj; debates is supcrftnons and useless, no one 
will travel to anotber university to do so, and debates, cither 
brfurc or after ftnal contests, will not be fnililislirit m read. 
There is no need of defining one's attitude toward n dithcnlty 
tlmt does not exist. But here at Iowa we should probably 

not make a practice of anthoriiing the nsr of stcnograplne re- 
ports before final coo tests. 
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"In fact, we think it likely lliat if Mr. L'aldwtllN nctioil is 
•cceptcda* a prec«detit, no public prebminary debate will occur 
irfthont the p r aam of a wnogmpher KprcMntiair thr eoni' 
petiAK mumnitj.

AMimia its ambition. It seemed ns thoujjh the ^nyinf*, "All 
fliRTC or nil free." was firopbetic. Whicfa •boald it be ? 

Poblie amtiment wai formmK; new dtviuoo lines were 

biinj; ilrjiwn, and new party nffilmtinns m.niic. Hut tlK:c w.ts 
needed the crisis of a Krcat event, n sndden tragic shock 
to crjBtalliw pablic Matincnt. In tbe percoo of one, wbo 
cared toon for joxtiee than for law, and more for bMOMnKy 
than for votes, the man preeminent to precipitate tbe crisis 
was found, and the ntcil was Mi|>plied. 

All agrnciea seemed to have been pret^aring him for this 
speciat work. Bom witb the seiitnry, hi« earnest nriod had 
lici ii c1ot |)l\ iin(ji-rsBed by years of niitionnl crime and dcgradn- 
tion. Ills t<liKinion, though deficient by literary standards, 
bjr a truer meti^urcinent was broad nnd comprehensive. Pov- 
ertjr and faardsbip were bis tcacbers; nntnre hia pastor; Docks 
and herds his constant companions. And he learned better 
than the scli'intnic-ii frnw tn irini<l:iii tin- iilfn (if liberty into 
fact, and Ireedom into (irjictiwal icnlixaiiiiti. A boyhood's life 
ia the tlm Car West, moulded by the beauties, the simple 
pleasnres atid the hardships of the ftontieTi donbtlcas derci- 
oped the more sterling traits of his character. 

Descended from the Puritnns, he.himseir. staii U ms the insi 
and noblest of the tjrpe; lor while they sought their own free- 
dom, he lived and snUicrrd and died, oot for bimaclf. not lor the 
rich and powerlol. but for the poor, the wretched nnd the 
(riendU'fs. There was not a poor slave bov in all the South to 
whom his itrrat sympathy did not extend; there whs no de- 
spised slave mother, weeping for tbe child torn from her bosom, 
for whom bit rlfcbteotm {ndi|;nation was not aroased. He be- 

lievcd th.Tt "rrsi'-faiHc to tvr.Trils is (il:.i.ilit i.ci.- '!» Ood," nnd he 
friired God too much to tear itnythiaK hum.tn. He felt thnt it 
was little to die in ajntt cnuse, but nn vverlaxting di^Kmce to 
sit atill in the pretenee of the barbarities of American slavery. 
A lover of pence, his hand was never willingly lifled ayrninst 

an ^ . but wiir ill 11" \v;i r lu' .ix-aied th.lt Sniist'l ii(c fur 

peace which divided the nation into two cla»»e»— the slave and 
the slave>hnntcr. He saw that trne peace mast be foanded 
upon juxticf. and mnsteonfirm the equal rij^tatt of every race 
tind every man 

His ambition wns lolly and noble, inspiring him with the 
bigfacat thoughts of which the human niind is capable — love (or 
his fellow men and a determination that by bis life, their lives 

•«hur.l!l Iif mailt li ijii in ; '.Int by hiis trinlsi their ttial* slioiilil 
cease; that by hix bondnKc their bondage should be broken; 
that by his death they shtintd be lifted iato the higher lifr of 
liberl). 



Seldom was UK-Ill S.I ht'uil t i llu- m'cil At .1 perio<l of 
gloom nod dnrknes-s, when the power of tyrnuny was incrvas- 
ing, and helpleaa freedom, dwiacd by anterapnloas hands, was 
about to be the victim of its craeltiea, this neW'WOrld Pctscos 
came upon the scene. 

With n do/eii picked men, lime after time, be ded-atcd the 
lorccs sent out to destroy the freedom of bis ndoptcd state. A 
price set upon his head, oallawed by the national government, 

lu' <i|u-nl\ tii.inlicd iiiti' iirii'of the nio.<| |iowerfiil dlstrtctn of 
the Sonth, trec<1 a nunilier of slaves nnd then caiiicd them 
across six great States to the Canadian border and tofrceilmii. 
His parpose was to show the insecnrity of slavery and to Irt 
the Sottthrealtse that it was more than she could do to firmir 
hiilil ■ivli.ii •ilie li.ii!, without scckinji; to nct|iiirt.' nioi c. 

Finally, his energies were directed against Virginia. His 
purpose was not, aa has beea repreacnted, to wage war by the 
aid o( a small band against the whole South, nor was his pur- 
pose to transport a large number of slaves northward to the 
liiiiil (il (ict.loni. He inteiideil 10 free the slaves where they 
were, and to shake the very foundation of tbe slave system by 
that hind of gneriNa warfare which proved so effeettve in the 
KcTolutioii. The Allcfihanies were to be his d iln ; tin- uliole 
South lii« battle field— a magnificent project; nittloiily iliruii^h 
his ilecp regard for tbe feeling* of hw captives, was it defeated. 
"Certainly," said Vaiaiidingfaam, "it was one of the best 
planned and best escented conspiracies that ever failed." 

Failed? It w.'i^ tin- f..'itf.ill whleh [hm liiltntcii tin.- .iv- 
nlanclie of righteous iudtgnnlion nnd rr^isttlnce. As the first 
Kreat martyr to Negro liberty, his veiy dcfcat was bisgivalcst 
victoiy. 

In prison, Mirroimded by enem!e«, his conraRc, coolness. 
[.atKiHf, iiis stoic faith, were m v< i ^ll;lken. Thiit humble, 
helpless, half-dead roan was more than a match for tbem all. 
He fclt that he was In the right and so had nitthing to hide. 
Childlike in his enrikcstnesx, trnth and simplicity, he inspired 
confidence in all who heard him. Even bis enemies were dis- 
armed, because they conld find nolhinj; against him except 
that he bad obcj-ed tbe Supreme command to "remember tbem 
thfct are in hunda as bound wUh them." 

After the criii I iiii-i-T.cr;. ul .i iii;i".Iii uveived hisdcalli .-t n- 
tciice with perfect cnlmmss, ami <nj tlit m-coimI dny of lH"cein- 
bcr, cigllteen kandnd fiftv-nine. he was led forth to execution. 

As he paascd out ofthe quaint old Charleston jail betwven 
jeering crowds, a little Negro boy looked op pityingly at him. 

Till' oil! !ur.i s(.i]i|x il >ii a iii..ruent. bent ii<n'. 11 .-irnl (criderly 
kissed the s.Invr child. Then they took him on to tbe plutaeof 
ezccntton, this man whose only fault was his love of liberty. 
And even when they placed him upon the scalTold he remained 
(aithbil, m<i;:nanimouy, forgiving, praying for those whose 
freedom he had sotigbl. oskiMj; thi Itiviue forgiveness even of 
those who had decreed his death. So earnest was his piety, 
so true his devotion, so touching his humility, thai even Iris 
enemies wipl Aiiil thiis he died ;«* he had lived, for the fifee- 
doni of .T do wntrodtleii .nnd i!espi*td (Hroplc. 

The honr of de<*tiiiy hnti struck, but hnvv insignificant it 
an«indc<l. I^ighty.threc years before, at the signing of the 
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Declaration of Independcncr, the ol«l bell nt the State Ho««e in 
Philadelpbia, bad runK out the legend insicribed upon it. " Pro- 
Claim Hberty thronxhont oil the Innd, imto all tlie inhaMtanU 
ttmcof." Wegnvethelic to the iientinicnt. sought to innke 
alavcfy, oot liberty, natipual. We sowed the drajfon's teeth 
nnd wera about to rtap the harmt. 

Sen'iiiuiit ( rytlnlli.'d! r:i]nillv,im tlic otu' slfir lownnis 
disunion with tilnvery. on tlie other towards the in.iintennnce 
of the government, with an iacreaBlnglintreil of slavery: on 
bath mka lata anacii f >rces. It waa bat fifteen ahort moatbs 
to Prtrt Snmter. The troKedy of tht Civil War trod ctoae upon 
the lriii;.<)v of (111 ^cullnltl, nti'l l;u- j;i)ilict \i, asijlorified. Tothc 
■lave it hrought tlic hope of freedom, and in every Northern 



camp, voiced in song as no song was ever voiced before, it waa 
at oaec the aiotlve aad InsplnKiaa to the Tietoqr. 

But ns to the man himsetf. In heroic, nnsclfish devotion to 
a princi|>li-, not even involving the rights of his own race, bat 
looking Mtlely to ilie liberution nn<l adraaeeHWDtofaaiafcnor 
and dcapised race, this simple mao hai no mpcrior— few pern 
— ^n htf tery. Too earnest a patrifvt to recoKniae any parly, 
too firm a deniocrnt ! ■ (ilncf ^i>vernment nhove man, too 
strong n CiiriAiinn to heetl nnjuKt laws, he was a man witliottt 
fear, without envy, without selfishncM, witbont rerenge, act- 
aated bjr tha hixbcat and noblest mnti vc», moved bjr tbe roiee 
nff^odond tbecryoftbcoppresaed; patient, faitbfol macnaa* 
iiDous, John tirown stand's nK a colo«aal figure in history, the 
last and noblest nf the Pnritana.

So had tbe Arabs lived fur centuries, tbe aCCKtS oT tfacir 
deserts still unsolved, their national poem still nnsai^, when 
a mighty getiitis came, a Messia for Arabia, whose earnest

nndimmed for over a thousand years, was - ml.lt nl y extin- 
guished, the palace of tbe Khosm, king of Persia, shook to its 
foundations, and ntl the idols in tbe world fell down. And well 
they might, tor tiu i r ,va4 in the new born duld wMcti marked 
him as a prophet, us one of Uod 'select. 



Mohammed was yet a boy when, a* the Arab writer* tell 
1'^. I he Angel Gnbriel cjinie to him in .1 v lsl.ni, loul; liis lieart 
from his boson, and cleaned it of all mortal sin ; lor be was to 
be a man, not a bundle of cmttoms nod propeietie a , « man to 
whom nothing should but truth, wbom nothing could dam t 
sa ve his eonseience ' 

.\nd such u man he early pnived liiinself to lir. Though 
his family was the highest among tbe people, be thongbt little 
nf it, well knowingtbat a higher honor was tbe truat of others 
in Ills Willi); tliniigli Ills iintic w.'is {■unrdinn of thr C.mlui , Iic 
iv|uiccd not, esleeminii one !ile 01 Minple faith a greater good 
than centuries of idol worship; though he himself wonid surely

King, con<|aorer and prophet, be takes the path 
l>_v whii-li eiKht years before he fled a homeless fugitive from the 
proud .md hostile city. Standing on the hills thnt had shel- 
tered his flight, he looks again upon his early home, still io the 
bands of unbeliercrB; upon the Caaba, where Abraham had 
raided the first alter to Allah ; ni>oii t\\r of 2cm Zem, where 
God had given to Hagar and Ixhmnel a stream of clear 
water to slake their thirst and sn?e them to become the 
aattatocaofthe Arab raee. As all these ancient legends and 
dear traditions come crowding in h!« thoughts, he tnms again 
to rt'sriH' ilie liol3' tity. and when Mecca has surrendeycil, re- 
joices in dcslrojting tbe la!»t reniaiiiing idols.

But meanwhile, 
where is the leader who has wrought this wonder-work < He 
is kneeling in the Caaba, now cleansed of its idols, praying to

The prophet wiw iiuw will .st; icktri in ye.Trsi.aiid licretircd 
to Medina to await his summons. When death came he re- 
ceived it as a prophet should— calmly, prayerfully. Jt is said 
that bis followera reftised to believe him dead: consternation 
seized upon the peoule and the whole tN.iuin j r.iN.d Allah to 
give them back tkteir prophet, their <ncdiulor with God. At 
last the paioxysn of grief passed away, and they bnried him 
tenderly in the Mos^iue at Medina, the one he had built whilea 
humble fugitive, and there his remains are still the object ol 
deront pilgrimage on the part of aOtrue MnastilaMn. 



The faithful loved him for bis «mple ways and generous 

sympathy with those in trouble. They rcTcrciicrd him for his 
courage in d atij^ci '.vlijrli i n lii.r nti'ii wi rf wont I'l shrin k . 

They worshipticd liiiii as a prophet, through twenty tbreeyears 
of Ibe closest contact, throuxb campntgniag and proselytfng, 
through failure and success. Great indeed was tbe man that 
seemed a hero still to his own household, after twentythrce 
years of life's vicissitudes! No man could do it were he not 
sincere, at rest in his conscience, nnwavering in bis faith. 

Harsh things have been said about Mohammed: bis Doc- 
tt lrif nf rhc S'.vfsi il lias Ijcia, Inlii lti il ItifaimMLi. Rut ask your- 
selves if one whose lile was set among a wild and w.irlike peo- 
ple should dare rcflssetlie help of arms. His jiiiv.uc lile has 
been assailed as aensnons. But go to old Arabia, and see tbe 
barbaraus eostoms that prevailed before his time. Some have 

attacked his i om aLfO. BiU rc-aii liow. in t he battle fii licitr, 
the prophet prayed in tbe thickest of tbe fight; and when the 
AJUilM iMCan to yield, be would not rise from tbe ptane wbcfc 
he had knelt, forcing them to rally around him aaidat tbe 
showering arrows, until the enemy were overcome. 

Shall Wi.' I'all liitti a general ? Ask liiit soldiers, whose dear- 
est wish was death in battle under hia commnnd, whether be 
was not more than general. Shall we call bim a statesman? 

Study the state he fiunaln', sec how Hic iioTirv lif |ir<)c1a!mp<I 
sunrivcd his death ior ccntunes, and answer — he was more 
than atatcsttian. shall we call him prophet ? Ah. yes! If to 
destroy the idols of many lands and replace them withaoOM* 
thing better be prophecy, he was a prophet; If to lonnd a re- 
ligion wIikIi liiilav cuuiit-* iimi c ailhci t-nts than .iny other on 
earth be prophesy, bcwa.sapropbct; if towritea Koranwbicfa 
is held in greater icvcrenee in the hearts of Moaelms than 
any other booV:, be jirophecy, he was ten times a proiilKt. 

This general, ^^tatesman. prophet, was strong in hi< sincer- 
ity. Truth was his inspiration; faith his power: and with 
them he made a grand and gloriovs symphony oat of the dis> 
cord of tbe Amh tribes. What feme COnM be fairer, what 
^'lory greater for such n man than tn have it Said of hini that 
h« never aban(lon':d his own ideals; and so, at jieace with his 
own heart, was aUe to mo?e the worid.

At this time Wendell I'hillips was a yonng lawyer in Uom- 
ton. Fre»h from Harvard College, in the bloom of youth, 
wealthy and eloquent he was the pet of Boston aristocracy. 
Influential fncnds set their hopen liigfa for him. and Jostice 
St'irv prciiictLfl fur lilm an unexamined career. The future 
»Riilcd with tiic pjuttti»e of all the !«uccess for which young 
heartacan ho|ie. itut Hod had marked him for a mightier work. 
Pore and trne in bis character, be had become convinced that 
slavery was a crime, but he hesitated to join the aholitmn 
rooveiiR-fit. Fly such a step he had nothing to gain and every- 
thing to lose. Rut right and conscience triampbed, and after 
corating the coat, to the dtsappointment of Ma Menda aad the 
iDtcose chagrin of his family, he gave Umtdir heart and soul 
to the cause of Anti-«lav«ry. conscious that he weald get no 
reward but hisses and have no guide, save the light of his own 
conscience. But ab "bow for that little candle throws its 
beams. " The gmde of his single manly noal, H grew to be a 
beacon light, watalng ANMrica agaiatt tbipwrcck on the nicka 
of slavery.

Thr- rir<( oratiou was civcn hy Miss Camp on the s bject, 
"Our Children and the Commoa School." Mias Camp advo* 
cntcd in a convincisir waancra widertralning for them than is 
afforded by the l,.iok learning the jui'st. thus layitij; ;i broad- 
er basis lor tuUarc and citizeoshi|).

She brought with her the greeting of Wellesley College to 
this co-educntlonal institution of tlic great Northwest.
